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‘There was a decline under every 
head except opium duty, the excep- 
tion being explained by the fact 
that the sum of Hk.

Whe decline under coast trade duty 
was very slight, nor is there any 
importance in ‘the decline under 
tonnage dues, and it will be noted 
that as compared with the same 
quarter of 1902, there was a con- 
tiderable advance under every head. 

he revenue at Shanghai in the 
first quarter of 1903 showed an 
advance of 33 per cent over 1902; 
this year it is 15 per cent less than in 
1908, but still more than ten per cent 
larger than in 1902. There was a 
falling-off under every head of revenue 
except transit dues, the largest 
decline being under export duty. 
Last year's decline in the amount of 
tonnage reported at Shanghai was 
recovered, 1,097 vessels of 1,398,363 
tous having entered, and 1,135 of 
1,428,130 tons cleared, against 1,023 
of 1,877,608 tons, and 1,031 of 
1,983,407 tons, respectively, last year.

In cotton goods imported there 
was a considerable decline in Ameri-

‘The import of woollen and cotton 
mixtures increased a hundred per 
cent, In woollens, there was a large 
increase in camlets, long ells, and 
Spanish stripes, with a decline in 
cloth and lastings. In metals there 
was a marked advance in nail-rod 
iron and tinned plates, Foreign sun- 
dries were well maintained, with a 
very large increase in Americau and 
Russian kerosene oil, In native sun- 
dries, there was a large increase in 
straw and rush hats, rice, black brick 
and green tea; anda notable fall in 
sugar and vegetable tallow. Exports 
were normal, the most considerable 
decline being in rice; in silk and in 
tea of all kinds there was an advance. 
Of transit passes, 3,882 were issued 
and 113 surrendered, against 2,022 
and 193, and 1,700 and 98, respec- 
tively, in the two previous years. 
The treasure table shows a total 
import of gold to the value of Hk. 
Tis, 2,480,499 and of silver to the 
value of Tis. 11,307,884; the exports 
of the same metals were valued at 
Tis, 590,450 and 4,330,063, respec-

THE NAVAL ASSISTANCE. 
Tokio, 27th May. 

It is officially announced that 
four men of war and a flotilla of tor- 
pedo-boats approached Kinchou Bay 
‘on the evening of the 25th inst, and 
orgpecsied with the Second Army. 

The gunboats Chokai and Akagi 
(614 tons each), utilising their shal- 
low draft, fought throughout the day. 
Commander 
of blocking fame, was killed,and there 
were nine other cusualties—Our 
own correspondent. 

We have to thank the Consul- 
General for Japan for communicating 
to us the following official telegrams 
from Baron Komura:— 

(1). The Commander of the Army 
attacking Kinchou reports as follows : 
—On the 2ist inst. observation and 
enemy's cannonading showed that 
the enemy had at Nanshan Hill, 
South Kinchou, four 15-centimetre 
shrapnel, ten 9 to 15-centimetre 
cannons (10.5 centimetre shells proved 
range 8,500 metres), two 12-centi- 
metre quickfirers, besides at least ten 
forts, At the foot of the hill were 
netting and mines, On the 22nd 
instant the attacking force com- 
menced operations as prearranged. 
On the 23rd inst: a reconnaissance 
discovesed the enemy’s right wing on 
Huashangtao with about eight heavy 
guns facing the sea. "Fragments of 
the enemy's shells showed them to 
be 20-centimetre guns, 15-centimetie 
short cannons, 10.5 and 8-centimetre 
cannons, and 7-centimetre quickficers, 
Small bodies of infantry and artil- 
lery were observable ‘at Kinchou. 
On the morning of the 25th we 
attacked Kinchou, engaging the 
enemy's artillery at Nanshan, On 
the 26th inst. af dawn cannonading 
commenced lasting five hours, while 
three Japanese warships assisted from 
Kinchou Bay. A Russ‘an gunboat, 
attacked our left wing from ‘Talien- 
wan. We took Kinchou at 5.30 a.m. 
and after severe fighting occupied 
Nanshar. We are pursuing the

(1) “The Commander of the army 
attacking Kinchou reports that a 
Japanese detachment consisting of| 
infantry, artillery, and engineers 
occupied Nankuanling on the morn- 
ling of the’ 27th inst, The enemy 
were driven towards Port Arthur, 
burning the railway station at 
Sanshilipao, north-west of Daloy. 

“The Japanese captured on the 
"26th inst. fifty guns, besides many 
other things. 

“The enemy left 400 dead. 

“Our casualties are estimated at 
3,000.” 

(2) “Further details of the attack 
on Kinchou. 

“The attack on the southera 

slope of the enemy's position was 
begun at 2.35 in the, early- morning, 
‘The enemy’s defensive works, were 
almost of a permanent nature and 
his artillery consisted of fifty 
guns of various calibres, and ‘two 
field quickfiring artillery com- 
nies, 
“The enemy’s infantry were ranged 
in two and three lines of covered 
trenches with loopholes, and with 
machine guns placed at important: 
points, and offered a stubborn re- 
sistance. 

“We ranged all our field guns 
upon the fortifications. 

“The enemy's principal artillery 
were silenced at 11 a.m., and while 


his quickfirers, which had _pre- 
viously retired to Nankuanling, 
fired till nightfall, our artillery 


concentrated their fire upon the 
enemy’s trenches, and our infantry 
advanced within 400 or 500 metres 
of the enemy. 

“But wire entanglements, mines, 
and trenches lay before us, and the 
fire from the enemy’s infantry and 
machine guns remained unabated. 

“We farther approached within 
200 metres of the enemy, and 
several charges still proved un- 
successful, officers and men all falling 
within 20 or 30 metres of the enemy. 

“Upon this, our artillery made a 
preparatory firing, and in the evening 
with a very severe cannonade, a last. 
charge was made, and with’ great 
difficulty opened a breach, through 
which we gained the whole height, 
expelled the enemy, and captured all 
the guns in the fortifications. 

“A fortunate incident in this 
attack was the discovery of a mine 
wire at the eastern foot of the 
southern slope, which we cut and 
prevented an explosion.” 

(8) “General Oku reports that in 
the attack on the southern slope 
the fourth division formed the right 


field artillery, besides fortress artillery 
and marines, The fourth division © 
taking advantage of the .enemy’s 
left wing having been weakened 
by the bombardment of» our 
fleet from Kinchou Bay finally suc- 
ceeded in carrying the enemy's posi- 
tion. ‘The other divisions imme- 
diately followed, whereupon the 
enemy retreated in confusion, -burn- 
ing their magazines at ‘Tafungshien. 
Sixty-eight guns and ten machine- 
guns were captured, among many 
other trophies.”

WHAT THEY THINK OF IT 
AT HOME. 
London vid Bombay, 29th May. 

The Japanese victory at. Kinchou 
is hailed by the London Press as 
establishing even a stronger claim 
than the Yalu victory to Japanese 
superiority on land as well as sea, 
since the Russians at Kinchou had 
ample time to prepare their defences. 

The “Daily ‘Telegraph ” says that 
the victory is one of the most perfect 
examples possible of how fighting 
ought to be conducted, and of the 
qualities which go to make up an 
almost ideal army. The Japanese is 
the compeer of the prondest Europe- 
an soldiery, 

The “Standard” says that the 
valour of the Japanese soldier has 
again refused to recognise any obsta- 
cle as insurmountable. All the odds 
were against the victors. 

The “Graphic” says that the 
Russians were driven out of their 
stronghold by superior generalship 
and the most indomitable bravery,.—

Frasor while in the execution of his duty 
in the Szechnen Road at 7.50 p.m. on the 
12th May. His Honour said that he had 
extended the charge to sect.

Inspector Matheson having reviewed tho 
evidence for the prosecution, the accused 
said in reply that he was not guilty of the 
charges brought agai 
he did was done unde: provocation 
caused by. the constablo’s behaviour., He 
only used bad language in reply to 

ilar Ienguage on the part ‘of the on- 
stable. Ho believed the constable ro- 
ported the matter at the Station “because 
he thought the accused was going to ro- 
port him for his rough treatment. In 
a lengthy judgment, His Honour said 
he acquitted the accused on the’ charges 
of assault ‘and obstruction, but found him 
guilty of slandering‘a publio official under 
soct.

_ ‘THE VICTORY OF 
KINCHOU. 


S1st May. 
WHEN Major-General Floug tele- 
graphed to Major-General Dessino 
om Mukden on Friday last that 
“there has been little change daring 
the last few days at the theatre of| 
war,” he little thought that on the 
previous day the Japanese had a- 
chieved on the Regent's Sword a 
victory which will cover their nation 
with glory for all time, We are so 
near the scene of operations that we 
hardly realise the grandeur of the 
feat performed by the soldiers uuder 
General Baron Oku; and they were 
not the invincible warriors from 
Choshu and Satsuma, where the 
spirit of the Samurai burns with all 
its ancient fire, but the town-bred 
conscripts of the three great cities, 
_ Nagoya, Osaka, and Tokio, These 
were the men who charged the loop- 
holed entrenchments sean and again 
from morning till nightfall, through 
ditches and mines, and over barbed 
wire entanglements, in the face of 
the incessant fire of magazine rifles 
and machine guns, “officers and men 
all falling. within twenty or thirty 
yards of the enemy,” until a de- 
\sperate rush of the men from Nagoya 
on the ‘right carried the breach that 
the artillery had at last made prac- 
ticable, and the whole Japanese force 
poured in as the Russians fled helter- 
skelter to Nankuanling, leaving to 
the victors. no less than seventy- 
eight guns, and a mass of other 
‘ls. ‘The victory has cost the 
fapanese three thousand five hundred 
in killed and. wounded, or nearly 
three times. as. many as they lost at. 
Kiulienchéng. As the Russians were 
fighting behind entrenchments, their 
loss was probably considerably 
smaller, but: they left over five hun- 
dred dead. The military experts 
who write for the London papers 
have seen the fight with a more 
comprehensive and more instructed 
eye. The “Daily Telegraph” says 
that the victory is one of the most 
erfect examples. possible of how 
ighting ought to be conducted, and of 
the qualities which go to make up an 
almdst ideal army. The Japanese, it 
says, is the compeer of the proudest 
European soldiery, ‘The “Standard ” 
hits the mark when it says that the 
valour of the Japanese soldier has 
again refused to recognise any obsta- 
cle as. insurmountable, for all the 
‘odds were against the victors. This 
last sentence, which obviously re- 
quires some modification, is corrected 
by the “Graphic” in its statement 
that the Russians were driven out of| 
their stronghold.by superior general- 
ship and_ the .,most indomitable 
bravery. .It will.be: seen, too, that 











the. London- Press --recognises - that. 
the Russians had ample time to 
prepare their defences, and, as_ we 
learnt at Sebastopol, the Russians, 
while their methods are, as a rule, 
unsuited for attack, are past-masters 
in the art of defending entrench- 
ments. Indeed, only last week a 
high Russian’ military authority 
declared that their position at Kin- 
chou was impregnable. The Japa- 
nese in taking such a position so 
defended in one day's fighting have 
performed a feat of arms that has 
rarely been equalled, and that it 
would be difficult to find surpassed 
in history ; itis doubtful if any Euro- 
pean army would have done it; there 
are few modern Generals that would 
have dared, in the fierce light of the 
modern Press, to incur the charge 
of indifference to human life 
that .would have been levelled at 
them, for continuing to fling body 
after body of their troops against 
entrenchments defended by magazine 
rifles and quickfiring and machine 
guns, Not many troops, too, would 
have returned to the charge again 
and again, where success seemed s0 
hopeless, ‘The Japanese resemble 
most closely our own Gurkha regi- 
ments. ‘Their wonderful efficiency 
lies in their combining the fanatic 
courage of Fuzay-Wuzz} with the 
scientific knowledge and tactics of 
the Western soldier, And we may 
be sure that there was not a man 
who fell in those apparently vain 
attempts to storm the ussian 
trenches, who did not gladly give up 
his life for his Emperor and the 
sacred soil of Dai Nippon. 

The victory of Kinchou has been 
called a Plevna reversed. It was 
on the 14th of July 1877 that Osman 
Pasha entered Plevna. On the 20th 
the Russians attacked, and at night- 
fall were beaten back beyond their 
original positions. Reinforced during 
the night, they attacked again on 
the morning of the 2st, aod began 
to give way at mid-day, when the 
Turks became the assailants, and 
after twelve hours’ fighting com- 
pelled the Russians to retreat. Ay ain 
‘on the 3ist, the Russians atta: ced 
under General Krudener, and though 
they made a desperate stand and 
died like heroes, they were again 
repulsed with a loss of 5,000 men. 
On the 7th of September, the Rus- 
sians, under General Skobeleff himself, 
attacked again with 300 pieces of 
artillery, and captured one redoubt, 
put the Turks. recovered it, after 
desperate fighting, on the 12th of] 
September, and Skobeleff: had to 
retire, leaving half his troops on the 
field. On the 22nd of September, 
Chefket Pasha succeeded in entering 





Plevna with reinforcements ; but the 
Roumanians came to the assistance 
of the Russians; Plevna was sub- 
jected to a regular investment 
directed by General Todleben, the 
hero of Sebastopol, in person, and on 


the.10th.of December, Osman Pasha 
made a sortie with his army of 
32,000 men, and fought desperately 
for two hours, until his ammunition 
ran short and he was wounded in 
the leg, when the Roumanians turned 
his flank, and he was forced. to 
surrender with his whole force and 
97 guns, Plevna defied the armies 
of the Czar for five months, and 
on three occasions hurled them 
back with great slaughter, The 
Russians had a Plevna at Kinchou, 
but we could hardly expect General 
Stdssel to be an Osman Pasha, 

Tn another column will be found 
General Floug’s account of this 
brilliant victory. ‘This Russian in- 
telligence officer has more than once 
contributed by his telegrams to the 
gaicty of nations, but this particular 

iispatch is such a masterpiece that 
we are obliged to repeat it here.. No 
notice of the victory could be complete 
without it :— 

“As it was impossible for us to 
defend successfully the position of 
Kinchou with the forces which we 
had there, and without the co-opera- 
tion of the fleet, our position had 
only a demonstrative character. The 
fortifications were armed mostly with 
guns taken by our troops in 1900 

m the Chinese, and there was only 
a very limited quantity df shells. 
Consequently, the capture of our 
position by the Japanese, who occu- 
pied it with very great losses, did 
not change the general position in 
the Liaotung Peninsula,” 

How terribly regardless of the lives 
of his troops General Stissel must 
be if he sacrifices the lives of over 
500 of his men in what the French 
version of General Floug’s telegram 
calls “a simple demonstration.” : 








THE 
TRADE OF COREA I 
1903. 
I. 





1st June. 

Tr is an indication of the condition 
of the people of Corea that, according 
to Mr. Chulmers, “in the large 
increase which has taken place in 
the importation of foreign goods . . . 
little or no share was taken by cot- 
ton manufactures. The increased 
figures are to be found in the general 
trade and notably in larger im- 
portations of food-stuffs “and of 
material for the Seoul-Fusan rail- 
way.” When the Corean is earning 
a little more than.will soffice for his 
bare subsistence, he buys white 
shirtings with his surplus, and after 
the China-Japan war in which the 
Japanese paid the Coreans liberally 
for the laboar they hired, the in- 
creased offtake of white shirtings 
was very large, and the same thing 





will doubtless happen after the 
present war. It is noted that practi- 
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cally all the cotton goods imported]tons. Two German steamers kept 


into Corea are either British or 


upa regular service for the greater 


Japanese. In 1900 it seemed as iffpart of the year, running from 


Japanese sheetings, imitation Corean 
cloth, and yarn, were ousting British 
cottons altogether, but since that 
date the tide has turned again, the 
importation of Japanese goods has 
declined, and British cottons have 
fully recovered their position. 

Under “Exports,” Mr. Chalmers 
writes: “As has been said the 
etaple products of Corea are not 
progressive. If we may judge by 
the margin available for export, 
there has been no extension of rice 
cultivation since 1896, and but little 
increase in the outturn of beans and 
peas. Yet it can hardly be said 
either that the country is already 
fully cultivated, or that the trade 
with Japan offers no incentive to 
agricultural enterprise. In regard 
to beans and peas, however, it 
must be observed that the  ship- 
ments would have been much 
greater had not so large a proportion 
of the crop been kept in the country 
to make up for the want of wheat and 
barley.” ‘The total value of exports 
was only kept up by the fact that 
there was a normal export of rice at 
a pricesenhanced by over one yen a’ 
picul. But for this advance, “the 
total value of exports in 1903 would 
have been under rather than over 
the total values in previous good 
years, such as 1897, 1900, and 1901, 
and this notwithstanding the ad- 
vances made in 1908 by other pro- 
ducts, such as cattle, cowhides, raw 
cotton, and gold ore.” ‘The increased 
export of cowhides represents some 
70,000 animals and bears mournful 
testimony to the ravages of the cattle 
disease. It is estimated that 30,000 
to 40,000 cattle died in the Pyengan 
province alone. “The influcnce of 
the disease may also be traced to 
some extent even in the much 
increased exportation of live cattle, 
since the owners of stock must in 
many cases have been eager to sell 
it, and we do not hear of measures 
of quarantine or exclusion having 
been taken at Vladivostock, the 
principal market.” ‘The increase 
in the export of raw cotton is very 
interesting. In 1901 it was so 
trifling that it did uot deserve a 
separate mention in the returns; in 
1903 it reached Pls. 20,580. There 
has been a rapid expansion in the 
inter: treaty port trade, and the trade 
between treaty ports and non-treaty 
ports. 

In his remarks on Shipping, Mr. 
Chalmers says: “he increased 
tonnage attracted to Corean ports in 
1903 would seem to have been 
somewhat out of proportion to the 
increase in the trade, There were 
646 steamer entries=483,068 tons in 
excess of the preceding year, of which 
the Japanese flag claimed 603 en- 
tries=418,030 tons. To the Russian 
flag were added 28 entries=72,158 


Hongkong, vit Shanghai, to Chewul- 
po, Port Arthur, and Newchwang, 
and several British steamers of large 
tonnage arrived with material for the 
Seoul-Fusan Railway—thus increas- 
ing the tonnage under both these 
flags. On the other hand, the Corean 
steam tonnage has decreased by 
some 23,000 tons. i 
Japanese junks and foreign-type sail- 
ing craft under various flags, which 
had shown’ no tendency to increase 
for some years past, visited the 
southern and western ports during 
1903 in greatly increased numbers, 
the foreign-type vessels taking an 
important part in the coast trade, 

In his note headed “Treasure,” 
Mr, Chalmers notes an increase ia 
the export of gold of Y392,291. ‘The 
paper money imported consisted of 
the Dai Ichi Ginko notes, while the 
paper money exported ' consisted 
chiefly of rouble -notes. We note 
that the export of gold has in- 
creased regularly from Y934,075 in 
1894 to Y5,456,397 in 1903. Of 
course this only in-Indes the export 
of which the Customs has cognisance, 

Mr. Chalmers concludes his report 
with the following very interesting 
section, under the heading of “ Mis- 
cellaneous ” : 

“The war, so long threatened and 
now at length begun, cannot but 
leave its mark on the trade of 1904, 
but while the profound tranquillity 
which Japan has teen able to secure 
throughout the greater part of Corea 
and around her coasts is maintained 
there is no reason to anticipate the 
stoppage or even the serious disloca- 
tion of trade. Much money is being, 
‘and will be, brought into Corea and 
spent in wages and the purchase of 
supplies for the Japanese forces, so 
that the condition of the people, 
provided always that Corea remains 
outside the actual war area, should 
be more than usually prosperous and 
their power of absorbing foreign 
commodities greater. The chief dif- 
ficulty is likely to be a deficiency of 
tonnage, as most of the larger and 
better Japanese steamers—many of 
them well known on the Corean 
coast—are now in use as Qo- 
vernment transports, and outside 
steamers, under neutral flags, seem 
to be far from eager to takea band 
in the Corean trade. This attitude 
of neutral vessels is perhaps not 
unnatural in view of the risks of 
detention or worse, risks probably 
much exaggerated in the present 
instance, yet inseparable from a state 
of war. 

“In respect of railway extension 
the war is already conferring benefits 
on Corea. The work on the Seoul- 
Fosan Railway is being pushed for- 
ward to the utmost. Already eom-

CHANGES IN CHINA.

Wuar the effect of the present war 
will be upon China none as yet can 
tell, There are still many who look 
upon the Celestial Empire as change- 
less and unchangeable, the same 
yesterday, to-day, and for ever. How 
very erroneous this is we purpose to 
show by glanzing at the changes 
that have taken place, or at least 
have been recorded, within the space 
of one short week. ‘They might 
easily be multiplied, buo for the 
present occasion we shall keep strictly 
to events chronicled in the copy. of 
the “North-China Herald” dated 
27th May, 1904, 

We have already commented on” 
the opening of three new “Ports” 
in the Shantung province. 

Next in order comes the report of 
our Ningpo correspondent. telling 
first of the development there going 
on in the shipping world. “The 
Yung River,” he says, “now carries 
quite a fleet of small s'eamboats on 
its waters, most, if uot all, owned by 
Chinese merchants. 'I'here is a daily 
service of four boats between Ningpo 
and Chinhai. Four other steamboats 
run daily between Ningpo and the 
city of Yuyao. Three larger boats 
cater for Chusan; two of the latter 
also runniug as far south as Shibp’u 
and Haimén, thus connecting Tai- 
chon with Ningpo.” All this be- 
sides the regular foreign and China 
Merchants’ lines, and Messrs. Moller’s 
new venture, the s.s, Kamor, which 

lies between Shanghai, Ningpo, and. 

enchow. The same corresponcent 
informs us that important develop- 
ments are being made in the educa- 
tional work of the port, there being, 
he says, some thirty English schools 
conducted by natives in and around 
the place, while there are four other 
centres in which effective work is 
done, and it is expected that the 
new college for the sons of the 
Ningpo gentry will be ready next 
New Year.

‘Under date 18th May, we find the 
announcement of the appointment 
as Admiral of the Kuangtung Pro- 
vincial Navy of Yeh Chu-kuei, an 
old pupil of Admiral Tracey’s, who 
studied at the Greenwich Naval 
Schoo!, and served for some time as 
honorary Lieutenant in the British 
Mediterranean Squadron, Admiral 
Yeh has no force under him com- 
parable with that which Admiral 
Togo, another old British cadet, has 
handled with such consummate 
skill or, given the chance, we might 
perhaps see a Chinese officer rivalling 
the Japanese achievements now so 
famous. . 

In our Notes on “Native Affairs” 
for the week under review, we find 
the following distinct signs of pro- 
gress :— 

It has been seriously proposed 
that a Parliament consisting of all 
the Viceroys and Governors of pro- 
vinces should be called together once 
ayear with the object of obtaining 
unanimity of section throughout 
the Empire. The importance of this 
proposal, should it ever get beyond 
the suggestion s‘age, cannot be over- 
estimated. 

‘Among miscellaneous facts of a 
promising nature we find the pro- 
posal for the establishment of a new 
Imperial Bank of China, a i 
which the Empress Dowager is sai 
to be keenly interested. ‘The W 
tern leaven is~steadily working its 
way through the mass of native 
prejudice and thought. ‘Twenty 
students passed through Shanghai 
last week en route for Japan to 
study “ Western learning” in that 
Eastern land whose deeds are the 
one topic of delighted discussion in 
market-place and hall. Last, but 


























not least, we have reports of the 


unprecedented success of Mrs. Archi- 
buld Little’s anti-f.ot-binding propa- 
ganda. 

As we have said, such instances as 
these might be multiplied. But as 
the record of one single week we think 
we have said cnough. Such signs of 
the times no one interested in the 
future of China can afford to dis- 
regard. ‘There is now bope that they 
may continue, unchecked by malign 
influence from the outside. With a 
complete understanding between 
China and Japan on the one side, 
and the two English-speaking na- 
tions on the other, we should have 
heard the last of China’s dismember- 
ment.

MAIL PAPERS. 


YOR THE WEEK ENDING THE 23nD OF

‘The disaster on the U. S. batileship 
Missouri, one of the worst of its kind in the 
history of the American navy, was, per- 
haps, the event that was being most talked 
about when the mail just received was leav- 
ing. As overy eye-witness of the disaster 
was killed the immediate cause of the ex- 
plosion, which caused the death of 32 of- 
ficers and men, was being energetically dis- 
cussed. By generol consent the accident 
was put down as dus to the nob unnatural 
desire to make rapid-fire records, resulting in 
fa recklessness that disregards the safety of 
the men serving the big guns of the navy. 
‘The Press appears to be unanimous in its 
condemnation of such recklessness, and in- 
sists that greater care and less speed in gun 
fire is a reform that the navy department 
should insist upon without regard to the op- 
position of rival captains and gun crews. 

‘The Philadelphia “Telegraph” makes the 

following sensible remarks anent the catas- 
‘trophe:— 
‘Target practice by the men behind the 
great guns of the navy has been showing 
such wonderful results as to awaken 
‘universal surprise and to justify local ad- 
miration and pride. It seems possible, 
however, that this practice has been pushed 
beyond the limits of wise discretion. Rapid 
firing, the accurate aim by which the target 
has been hit an incredible number of times 
within an unprecedentedly brief record of 
seconds, constitutes a triumph of naval gun- 
nery greatly to the honour and commenda- 
tion of our officers and mea. But the ter- 
ible calamity on the Missouri indicates that 
emulation in rapidity of fire may possibly 
have been the cause of a fatality too hor- 
rible to be contemplated without dismay 
and alarm. Ii it should be shown that 
rivalry with sister ships in firing the great- 
est number of shots in the shortest possible 
timo had any share in bringing about the 
disaster, the Government should and doubl- 
lesss will take menstres lo restrain such 
dangerous competitions hereafter. 

The Boston “Post” discusses the mat- 
ter from a practical. point of new, as will 
be seen by the following extract from its 
columns : 

If this incident stood alone, it would lack 
special significance. But it takes its place 
in a series. ‘Ths question has forced itself 
upon consideration, whether in the develop- 
ment of the modern battleship we have not 
passed the limit of safety as roganis the 











weight of battery—as some experts declare 





that we have in regerd to the tonnage of the 
vessels themselves. This is a matter of 
vital concern. ‘The building of our naxy is 
an enterprise of enormous cost,- We can pay 
for it, of course, if it is needed; -but aro 
wo getting the value of our money in tho 
permanent effectiveness of our floating for- ~ 
tresses? In short, are the tremendous bat- 
teries with which’ our ships are armed so 
stout as to be useful when the next war is 
thrust upon us, or will they become worn 
out and useless by target practice before 
that time.. In some recent instances of the 
failure of naval’ guns, there has been inti- 
mation of improper construction, of the use 
of poor material. If this is So, how far 
does the “‘scdmping” extend? Or is it the 
fact, as some experts maintain, that the 
great guns of our new navy are abortions, 
monstrosities, more dangerous to those who 
uso them than to those against whom they 
are trained? 

The “Evening Bulletin” of Philadelphia 
is anxious that the Court of Inquiry should 
be fully alive to the importance of the sub- 
ject which will come under its considera- 
tion. It was rumoured that Rear-Admiral 
Chadwick, the commander of the U. 8, 
squadron ‘in the South Atlantie, was to be 
the President, and that in addition it will be 
composed of one naval captain, one oficer 
of the rank of commander, and one liou- 
tenant. 

By the batch of newspapers to hand wo 
find that the people of the United States 
have had their interest in the war in the 
Far East revived again. ‘The naval misfor- 
tunes of Russia are much commented on, 
and but a small modicum of sympathy is 
extended to her in her reverses, ‘The 
“Chicago Chronicle” asks “Who Sank the 
Russian Ships?” and proceeds to make the 
following comment 

‘There bas been such a remarkable series 
of explosive disisters to the Russian floet at 
Port Arthur, ending with the destruction of 
the Petropavlovsk and the disabling of the 
Pobieda last week, for all of which the Ru 
sians themselves assume the responsibili 
that the question is being asked: Is Russia 
whipping herself? On the one hand it is 
argued that the Russians as a people are not, 
intelligent, mechanical nor scientific, and 
least of all experts in explosive science, and 
that these alleged accidents are so discredit 
able that they would never be confessed un- 
Jess they were genuine. On the other hand, 
it is not overlooked that Russia is now on 
the verge of revolution, and that. nothing 
is so apt to kindle tho’ flames of insurrec- 
tion as military or naval severses. ‘The 
nihilists are not aroused to action by the 
sinking of a few warships unless the enemy 
sank them. Russia, therefore, has the 
strongest possible motive for misrepresent- 
ing to her people and to the world the real 
cause of these naval disasters. The theory, 
therefore, that Russia by her unskilfulness 
is whipping herself is a shallow one. A 
single -disaster might be charged to the 
ignorance of her navy officers, but’ nob a 
whole concatenation of horrors such as she 
has experienced in the last two months, 
‘Tho real state of the caso is that the: slow 
and effete West is being smashed to pieces 
by the alert and modern-minded East. 

‘The “Evening Bulletin” of Philadelphia, 
has the following leading article on the same 
subject :— 

‘Tho Russians are reported to have suf- 
fered another disaster by the exp'-sion of 
one of their own mines in the Po - 
chanel, causing the loss of ’ 
lives.

they have lately visited the Lolo country on 
foot,—an ‘arduous journey over high moun- 
tain passes. M, Ballu with the Vicomte Foy 
have just arrived here after a romantic 
Journey through the provinoss of Kuangsi 
and Kueichou, through the aboriginal 
country, and are returning vii Yunnan vo 
‘Tongking. 
Secking the Petroleum Deposits. 

‘Then we are also being visited by 
the agents of the Asiatic Petroleum Co., 
Messrs. Meischke, Smith and Lanet, the 
latter a noted petroleum expert, recently 
resident in Baku. ‘They are seeking the 
famous petroleum deposits of Szechuan, a 
fleeting phenomenon which it has not yet 
been given to any previous explorers to dis- 
cover. ‘There appear to be traces of this 
valuable natural product everywhere and it 
is as widely distributed as is the coal which 
is mined in the simple Chinese way in nearly 
every one of the 113 districts ito 
which Szechuan is divided; but the thoa- 
sands of bring wells which have been sunk 
in Szechuan do not appear to have so ‘ar 
pierced the reservoir, if such exists; yet 
many of these wells go down to deptlis of 
two and three thousand fect, Seeing that 
Devoe Oil, which is tho favourite brand and 
which is on salo in all Szechuan towns, sells 
for from five to six tasls per case of ten 
gallons, there should be a fine reward for 
the successful prospector, 


Mr. and Mrs. Archibald Little 

are again here; the latter has been busy 
as usual with her “Natural Feet” propa- 
ganda which is really making astonishing 
headway; the former has been negotiating 
with the Viceroy for mining privileges in 
the rich coal and iron region of East Sze- 
choan: they are now about starting for 
‘Yunnan. 

Missionary Work 

is also progressing most satisfactorily and 
all the missions,—and there is now no large 
town in Szechuan without its Protestant 
mission—are daily gathering in fresh 
adherents, official opposition, outwardly 
at lest, having now entirely ceased; 
the difficulty of missionaries is, more than 
ever, to discriminate the motives of these 
numbers of would-be Christians, now that 
there is.no longer the old odium attached 
to a man who quits the old belief for the 
new. At the same time, in the many new 
Government schools that have been started, 

















mostly with Japanese professors, the 
pupils have compulsorily to attend the 
somi-monthly Confucian worship; a special 
hall, of semi-foreign build and adored by 
the tablet of the Master, having been erected 
in the centre of the spacious compounds of 
the new educational institutes. 

The S. D. C. K. 

‘The Society for the Diffusion of Christian 
and General Knowledge is also to the tore 
in this the Provincial Capital. The Society 
has acquired a fine site on the busiest street, 
of the city and has opened an establishment 
for the sale of their publications and as a 
resort for enquirers into the new knowledge. 
A Wise Undertaking. 

The Viceroy, too, has just set aside Tis. 
120,000 for sending promising young men 
to Tokio to study the Japanese educational 
system on the spot, with the view of their 
returning as teachers, each hsien to depute 
two, or three, local scholars. 

No Longer Isolated. 

wus we move in Chéngtu and, with a 
British and French Consul-Generalship 
established here;—the former has two re- 
presentatives, Messrs. Hosie and Brétt— 
we no longer feel ourselves isolated as of 
yore,

A Charming Scene. 

‘Your correspondent returned only a few 
days ago from o trip to Chiningchou, 400 
i to the south-west, and was much impressed 
with the beauty of the country at this most 
beautiful season of tho year. Tho waving 
fields of heading wheat, the fresh leaves of 
the trees, neurly all of which were in full 
Jeaf, together with the noble mountains 
which are a feature of this road, Taishan 
lying in full view to the north,’ all com- 
bined to make it a charming scene. I could 
not help wishing more people would take 
advantage of the now completed railway to 
take a run up through Shantung and see 
for themselves what a beautiful province we 
have up here. But if they are to have the 
benefit of the lovely wheat fields they will 
have to come very soon, for within about 
two weeks the harvest will be in full blast, 
and after that the fields look quite bare for 
some weeks until the millet and beans again 
cover the ground with verdure. In July 
and August the country will again be look- 
ing its prettiest during the summer rains. 
‘The trip from Tsingtau to Chinanfu is well 
worth all it costs to one who has never been 
through the province, for it is a rare treat 
in the way of pastoral beauty, and up here 
at this end of the line the hills add very 
greatly to the interest of the trip. Even 
the Chinese villages look picturesque, em- 
bowered as they are in trees, but tourists 
should beware of spoiling their impressions 
by going into the towns themselves, for a 
nearer acquaintance dispels all illusions of 
beauty about these dirty collections of 
hovels, compost heaps, dogs and pigs. 

A Celebration Dinner. 

Invitations have been issued for a dinner 
to be given on the evening of Ist June at 
the railway station here to colebrate the 
formal opening of the railway to Chinanfu, 
the running of the first train on 15th March 





not being considered as’a real opening of 
the road, as much still remained to be 
done to put the track into good condition, 
and to complete the road around to the 
west suburb, which is the real terminus 
of the railway. ‘The invitations include a 
free trip from ‘singtau and intermediate 
points in first-class carriages to and from 
Chinanfu. ‘There will no doubt be a big 
crowd present. 

The Chining Trouble 

Rumours of uprisings and rebellions 
have been very rife of late in West- 
em Shantung, but so far as appears 
they all have had their origin in the trouble 
in the Chini region over some new 
taxes, about which both your Chining cor- 
respondent and I have written you, ‘This 
Chining trouble was finally settled by a 
visit in parson by tho Provincial Judge, 
who treated the malcontents very leniently 
and while not giving in on the principle of 
the thing, yielded very much as to the 
amount to be collected from the people. 

A Lawless Region 

Some distance irom Chining there is a 
region called Tsaochoufu, which is in a 
chronic state of lawlessness, and there this 
question, as I understand, has not yet, boon 
definitely settled. ‘The Judge brought back 
with him on his return one of the leaders of 
the revolt in ‘Tsaochonfu, and some days 
later he was beheaded and his head sent 
back to his native place, How much of a 
quieting effect this has had I have not heard, 

but it is mol to be expected that any 
serious disturbanco will take plico until 
after the unusually abundant harvest of 
wheat has been gathered in, 

Wild Reports. 

So far as appears these local troubles in 
the southwest are tho only serious signs 
of unrest in Shantung, but the wildest re- 
ports have been current of late, and many 
people are said to have moved to the hil- 
tops and other places for safety from 
anticipated lawlessness. One report which 
was circulated in tho country was to the 
effect that the rebels had marched on 
Chinanfu and had invested the city, whereas 
the fact is it is absolutely quiet here.

A Bank Failure. 


‘The chief excitement in the native city of 
late has been the failure of « noted bank 
which will doubtless spell ruin to many a 
worthy family. Its failure was brouglit 
about) in a characteristic Chineso fastiion. 
One of the bank assistants had for some 
reason been dismissed, and as soon as he 
left the doors of the bank he took his re- 
venge. Knowing the people who held the 
bank’s notes he merely told them, as a per- 
sonal friend would, that they would be wise 
to cash those notes. ‘This news was through 
the city in a thrice, and the streot where the 
bank is was soon thronged by crowds come 
to cash their notes. Notwithstanding hav- 
ing dismissed one of their servants the bunk 
very foolishly had not prepared itself to 
meet the inevitable rush, and soon all the 
ready cash had been given out. Then the 
row commenced and an official appeared 
‘with runners to quell the disturbance. One 
man with a large roll of notes was especially 
boisterous and this man the runners seized, 
and beat till the blood ran, ‘This was too 
much for the populace who rushed the 
mandarin’s chair, broke in all the windows, 
and caused his honour ignominiously to 
flee. Many of us foreigners held this bank’s 
notes but fortunately a letter to the Hong. 
Kong and Shanghai Bank can prevent our 
cheques to natives being cashed, 
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Examinations. 

T have been learning something more late. 
ly as to the system of conduoting the native 
literary examinations. Books on China had 
Jed me to the belief that amid all the dis- 
honesty and corruption of China the ex- 
aminations were alone conducted by men 
whose (moral) hands were clean, and that 
the system was such that injustice was very 
rare. A not ‘unsucoassful scholar has as- 
sured me, and given proofs for his state- 
ments, that of all the corrupt practices of 
China examinations take the first place. 
Locally this is very true. The last list of 
successful candidates published by our Dis- 
fret Magistrotes was burnt by the dissatis- 

populace as it hung on the yamén gates, 
becatiso of its most obvious injustice and 
fiogrant favouritism, To answer the ques-

A Projected Railway. 

Itis reported that the Taotai of this 
intendancy, Peng Tajén, is raising tho 
capital to build a railway from the Thsien 
coalsfield, to T'aierchuang, on the Grand 
Canal. We are much interested in the 
projected undertaking, in view not alone 
of the degree of enterprise thus shown 
by one of our officials, but also of the 
neamess of the places named, each of 
which is some 180 li south-west of 
Ichoufu. There are evidences ovon in 
Southern Shantung that the spirit of the 
West has been wafted to the East. It is 
said that the projector has already raised 
$160,000 with which to begin the work 
of building this line. 


Diamond Fields. 

Work has begun again in our diamond 
fields, 50 li south-east. The Germans 
say little about the success of the enter- 
Prise; but the fact that they have 
come back with an increased force is an 
evidence that they have faith that some- 
thing will develop. There are now 
five ‘of theso subjects of the Kaisor 
labouring here. 


Who Threw the Stone? 

Several days ago ono of these samo 
Germans attended a fair a few li oast of 
the diamond region, and as was not 
unnatural many people crowded about to 
see tho foreigner. For some unexplained 
reason, a stone was thrown and the 
Gorman was hurt, though not seriously. 
The magistrate of that county is now 
searching for the miscreant.. A difficult 
task, he would make out; for no one 
saw the man throw the stone; and 
the conscience of the offender has not 
yet moved him to confess. 


A Pitched Battle. 

Through native sources we hear of the 
progress of the troubles with the military 
colonists who recently emphasised their 
refusal to pay an exorbitant land-tax by 
burning a yamén at Chiningchou. The 
cerstre of the disturbance has now shifted 
to T’saochoufu, farther to the south-woat, 
in a district which has long had a reputa. 
tion for lawlessness. A ringleader was 
recently arrested, to the great in- 
dignation of the country people, 
who gathered in large numbers to 
protest. The official assured them that 
no harm would be done tothe man. As 
the prisoner was on the point of bei 
released, an order came from the 
Governor calling for his decapitation. 
The people were much incensed, and 
ising in rebellion a battle was fought 
with the imperial soldiers, when the re- 
bels were defeated with great slaughter 
(reports say 2,000 were killed). it is 
said that these men are not of the same 
class as the Chiningchou farmers who 
burned their magistrate’s yamén; these 
Tsaochoufu malcontents count common 
thieves and highwaymen among their 











number. Only’ the other day they 
stopped barrows going through their 
district to buy loth, and re- 


Tieved them of something’ like 10,000 
taels of silver. This lawless spirit is 
rousing the non-combatants to a con- 
sideration of their own safety, and village 
walls are being repaired; it is even said 
that many mountain fastnesses have been 


‘worthless | put in readiness for immediate use, as in 


the days of the Taiping rebellion. 
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‘The Vagaries of the I.P.0. 
A curious effect of the new postal tariff 
came to light yesterday when one of our 
foreign community took to the post- 
office a small book addressed to Shanghai. 
On investigation he found that if the 
Package went by book-post, the charge 
would be twelve conts; while if it went 
under sealed cover, the cost would be but 
eight cents. These new regulations are 
wonderfully and curiously wrought.

An Obsolete Law. 

A proclamation just issued by the Pro- 
vincial Treasurer at Soochow, in ac- 
cordance with Imperial instructions, is 
causing no small amount of discussion 
here ; while the inevitable string of base- 
less rumours is in much evidence. From 
time immemorial there has been a law 
of the land requiring purchasers of land 
to register, and such purchasers pay what 
is commonly called an Imperial Tranfer 
Tax, amounting to seven to ten por 
cent on the purchasing price. But the 
law has in these parts been almost 
universally disregarded. The proclama- 
tion just referred to orders all delinquents 
in this respect to come in, present their 
deeds, receive the official attached dood 
and pay the tax, A limit of time, six 
months, is set, within which all must pay 
up. After that timo those who have not 
paid this tax will be “ severely punishod 
to tho full extont of tho law.” If th 
order is carried out it will produce, in the 
aggregate, an immense sum. 

A Stamp Tax. 

The same proclamation orders tho 
establishment of the Stamp Tax. Horeto- 
fore any kind of good paper could bo 
used on which to draw up title doode 
Now all such papers must bo obtained 
from the local Magistrate's yamén. ‘Tho 
form being ready drawn only the names 
of the parties and description of pro- 
perty need to be filled in. For this 
stamped paper 140 cash is charged. ‘This 
is patently an extra squeeze. And thus 
it is all through. Where there are crying 
needs for regulation and clearing up, 
we have such acts as the above, It is 
dificult to imagine that any poople 
would be willing to hold their pro- 
perty under such precarious conditions as 
exist around here, and probably all over 
the land. It is the rarest thing to fiud 
a man who has all his deods porfect. 
And intending purchasers of land mu 
become expert examiners of doods—if 
they do not desire to be completely 
hoodwinked. There is much grumbling 
about the two orders but especially about 
the first, though all recognise that itis only 
requiring the execution of existing laws. 
Local Militia. 

But that which is disturbing the local 
mind most is the establishment of 
local militia. Orders were received some 
time since from Nanking and our 
magistrate has since been spending much 
time in discussing ways and means. Ho 
gave a feast to all the village elders, and 
then laid before them his orders. “How- 
ever much may be back of all this, the 
manuer in which the matter has reached 
the people is this: Every Division of One 
Hundred Families (a chia (Ef) may have 
more than that number) shall select from 
their midst and support two men. ‘These 
two men are to. be changed monthly, 
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rotating until every man has served. 
Arms are to be furnished by the officials ; 
what arms and what officials no one knows. 
Theso militiamen are to mect daily in 
squads for drill. Instructors will be sent 
out from the regular army. ‘There aro to 
be monthly inspections by the magistrate 
or his representative. ‘The well-to-do 
may hire substitutes, but all must contri- 
bute tothis cause. When the people ask: 
Why is all this? what's the good of it? 
they are told it is to keep down robbers 
and keep the peace, give protection to 
all and to keep the riff-raff moving. 
‘Already consternation has seized not a 
few, for the report has. gone abroad that 
as soon as the militia know how to 
drill, they are to be sent to the wars. 
© Against whom ?” “ Russia,”

A large proportion, or all, of 
the worms die. ‘Those families who have 
kept their places clean and the worms 
from getting ‘wet but otherwise not 
protected havo fine worms, and good sille 
is assured.

alas! because somebody unfortunately 
began to make too much use of 














its good services an order for 
higher rates on mail matter camo 
from somewhere that practically “shuts 
up shop” for the Imperial Chinese 
Post Office in Szechuan. An ordinary 
daily paper can be sent from Shanghai to 
Chungking by paying seventeen tacls 
postage per year on it!! Parcels can be 
carried at double the rate paid on letters! 
Tt all scems to depend on the zones. 
Some of the zones have steam and some 
don’t have steam. The strange thing is, 
that a zone without steam costs so much 
more than-one with steam. .That must be 
because it is so hot up here in the interior 
and the demand for zones without steam 
is. greater. What one would. like to 
know is, how folks up here in the interio: 
are going to get anything to read? We 
might get news from the outside world 
sent by telegraph. It would cost but 
little’ more. We could do without th 
advertisements and that would bring th 
cost down a little.

Few Signs of War: ‘ 

‘Astranger to the circumstances wan- 
dering through the streets of Newchwang 
would be unaware that an enemy was at 
the gate, The same huckstering. as of 
yore goes on in the streets. The petty 
blacksmiths. ply. their trade ‘beside the 
paveless roadside;.and the. cake and 
pudding vendors with--lumps:and slabs'of 
their gruesome-looking wares invite the 
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appetites of the coolies or various arti- 
ficers of all sorts of trades with the calm- 
ness begotten of the want of fear of their 
surroundings. The number of Russian 
troops that occupy the streets are com- 
paratively few for an occupied town, and 
there is no official air to speak of. Much 
less than erstwhile. Hence we infer the 
reason of the repeated false reports to 
outsiders of the evacuation of New- 
chwang by the Russian troops. 
Newchwang has never been 
evacuated 
to date and the rumours are probably 
owing to the withdrawal of troops to the 
front. The soldiers that are left behind 
appear tobe more or less raw recruits 
and are constantly drilled in the Russian 
military quarters. For hours every day 
these mortals are put through’ their 
facings, and they march and counter- 
march with the unvaried monotony that 
would destroy an unwarlike soul ; but the 
men accept it all like faithful animals 
being trained for an exhibition—or worse. 
Keeping up the Russian Spirits. 
‘Tho only relief they receive is when 
a superior officer comes forth and reads a 
telegram favourable to the Russian cause. 
‘The blowing-up of the Japanese battleship 
Hatsuse; the collision between the cruisers 
that resulted in the loss of the Yoshino, 
wore naturally the signal for a great out. 
burst of cheers from the ranks, and the 
band—which has forsaken the Public 
Gardens—played the National Anthem to 
inspire the enthusiasm to its utmost for 
the Czar and country.

Tho 
correspondents are naturally 
chafing at their Inactivity, 
and would dearly love to be in the thick 
of thefray. I heard one declare it would 
be inconceivable bliss to be in Port 
Arthur amidst a shower of shells. Tho 
savour of a bombardment would make 
him smack his li he hoped he would 
eventually manage the coup, whereas he 
now groans because he cannot say among 
the trampets Ha ha, nor smell the 
battle aftor off, the thunder of the captains 
and the shouting. Yet his pacific demean- 
our and mild aspect over a whisky and 
soda would hardly tell you that gore was 
his love and slaughter his fancy.

Market Report. 

Bandinel & Co. report as follows under 
date the 25th inst :—Our last report was 
dated 3rd April ; since which time marti 
Jaw has been extended to the Chine: 
Railway Station. All telegrams must be 
in plain English and submitted to the 
Civil Administrator for his stamp and 
signature, and the export of beans, bean- 
cakes and bean oil to ports in Chihli and 
Shantung is prohibited.

The Silk-Worm Industry. 

The silkworm farmers 
gathering leaves for their Tho 
better leaves arefound upon the numerous 
trees found in the Imperial pleasaunces . 
some six miles north of the city. Honan 
experts of this industry erect their small 
tents in the well-wooded hill east of us, 
There with less trouble and more abun- 
dant supply of better leaves they will 
during the next month and-a-half, farm 
and guard their silk producers. “Their 
chief anxiety are the birds which 
abound, ever alert to. gather the worm. 
The repeated snap of their loug whip 
and a not unpleasant shout keep tho birds 
at a respectful distance. The industry 
is financially a satisfactory one. The 
wonder is that the local hillsmen do not 
engage in it. In this district, melons, 
marrows, and the so-called Shantung cab- 
bage aro raised. The Honan expert 
is the chief and certainly the best 
cultivator of these vegetables. Thoy 
come in groups, farm their silkworms, 
cultivate acres of land, while the local 
farmer fearing the new industry will fail, 
keops to his own carrot, turnip, and 
smaller cabbage. 

Chicken-Hatching. 

Eggs are at a premium just now. Tho 
cbicken-hatchers are in tho villages buying 
up for'their soason’s work. One wonders 
upon what they make their estimate 
of probable hatchings. Sixty per cent 
seems to be a good average of live chicks 
from eggs hatched artificially. Last year 
the percentage was only forty per cent. 
This yearthey are talking of a probable 80 
percent. The price varies with the per- 
centage hatched. Five to twelve cash is 
the price under which they are ranged 
as the results are higher or lower. Their 
method of hatching is to continue even 
heat distributed over various k‘angs. 
Cherries and Sparrows. 

This city is now supplied with its 
cherry fruits. The crop bids to be fair: 
Alas, that sparrows or other small birds 
should take such a liking to this commo- 
dity. Netting your trees is useful though 
not effective against the little spoilers. 
Present prices ate ten cash a mace. In the 
season you can get them at two cash the 
mace. Small, but welcome when others 
are not procurable.

The Object Lesson 

‘Tho “ Japan Mail” says “ the extreme- 
Jy perplexing circumstances under which 
the sinking of the Yoshino oceurce 
may be surmised from the fact that the 
Kasuga could not save more than 90 out 
of 350 carried by the cruiser, But the 
sinking of the Hatsuse is an affair of 
different nature, It must be ranked as a 
Russian success. What cannot be denied 
is that the Port Arthur Squadron has 
taken a leat out of Japan’s book. It has 
done at Liaotishan to the Hatsuse exactly 
what the Japanese did a month previous- 
ly to the Petropavlovsk in the Port 
Arthur offing. ‘The Japanese will now have 
to recognise that tho enomy is learning 
from them how to fight and ‘that greater 
circumspection must be exercised. ‘There 
‘one other comment. ‘The Hatsuse struck 
amine at a point 10 nautical miles from 
the Liaotishan Promontory. The dis- 
tance from that promontory across the 
charmel to the opposite coast is less than 
70 miles. Was there any manner of 
seonrity, is there any manner of 
security, that the steamers of neutral 
Powers lawfully navigating from north- 
Chineso ports towards more easterly 
waters may not find themselves at any 
moment shattered and sunk by these 
Russian engines of destruction? Th» 
matter resolves itself simply into this, 
that the Russians are laying mines in the 
fairways of the world’s commerce. 

Coven's Attitude. 

An Imperial rescript issued in Seoul on 
the 18th inst. cancelled all the treaties 
and conventions hitherto in force between 
Russia and Corea. It is announced in th 
Deeroo that privileges given to Russian in- 
dividuals or companies will be reconsider- 
ed and possibly continued, but the timber 
concessions on the Tamen and Yalu as 
woll as on Ulleng Island are absolutely 
revoked since the Russian Government 
was itself exercising rights originally 
granted to individuals. ” ‘The present 
extraordinary step was taken after delibe- 
rate consideration of the general policy 
of Corea towards Russia after the war, and 
is regarded as a diplomatic success in 
Seoul, 

A National Hero. 

H. M. the Emperor has been recently 
pleased to confer a posthumous honour 
on Hojo Tokimune, the Sixth Regent of 
the Hojo Family, promoting him to the 
first junior court rauk from the fifth sen- 
ior rank. Tokimune is celebrated for his 
repulse of the Mongol fleet sent by Kublai 
Khan with the object of adding Japan to 
his already gigantic possessions. When 
the first Mongol ambassador arrived in 
Japan there were different opinions in 
the Imperial Court, but it was Tokimune’s 
advice which decided that the proposals 
should bo instantly rejected. ‘The con- 
sequence was the invasion of a strong 
squadron on Kinshn in 1281, but the 
expeditionary force was annihilated by

‘The Bogatyr. 

Tt has lately transpired in Tokio that 
the Russian cruiser Bogatyr stranded 
just outside Viadivostock in a dense fog 
and was so much damaged that she sank. 
It was noticed that the Bogatyr did not 
take part in the Russian raid on Gensan 
abont « month ago and it is believed that 
the vessel was wrecked before the sinking 
of the Kiushu Maru on the 26th April. A 
St. Petersburg telegram of the 28th ult. 
stated that the Czar was highly indignant 
with Rear-Admiral Yeszen, who had acted 
without orders, and had ordered that he be 
court-martialled. There are theories here 
in regard to the supposed stranding of the 
Bogatyr but 1 refrain from referring to 
them more explicitly for the time being.

Considering that a parliamentary crisis 
is imminent, matters are strangely quiet 
in the political world.

The 
present crux, as'I mentioned in a pre- 
vious letter, is the now famous amen 
ment on the clause in the arbitration bill 
exempting railway servants from federal 
control. Mr. E. H. Reid justifies his old 
nickname of  yes-no” by declaring that 
he will vote with the Government on the 
question ; his followers may vote how they 
plense. It is freely rumoured that Mr. 
Watson, the leader of the Labour party 
may, if he play his cards well, which he 
has certainly done hitherto, be the next 
Prime Minister. Mr. Kingston, who re- 
signed from the Ministry over the present 
bill, is hors de combat, being seriously 
ill in a private hospital. The return 
of Dr. Maloney for Melbourne has 
given an immense advertisement to 
the new creed (Labour politics). Both 
the daily papers—the “Age” and the 
“ Argus "were dead against the stecess- 
ful eandidate and were hooted by thecrowd 
on polling day.

To him what may tormed the “upper 
ten” among the Socialists look for light 
and leading. But, of course, the commer- 
cial classes are anti-Socialists to a man 
and woman. 


The Scriptural Campaign League. 
Nothing can be done nowadays without 
aleague. The religious education in State 
schools has been a vexed question in every 
Australian State for 30 years past. ‘Tho 
above-named league has sprang up for 
the purpose of introdueing picked lessons 
from Scripture into the daily curriculum 
of the free scholars of our State schools. 
It was a tangled topic 30 years ago when 
the present Education Act was framed ; 
it is a still more exasperatingly contro- 
versial stumbling-block to-day. For every 
denomination has its say. ‘The end of the 
matter for tho present will be the 
decision of the referendum which is to 
be submitted to the electors at the on- 
coming State elections. If the majority 
favour the introduction of the lessons 
they will be introduced. At the same 
time it is pointed out that the referendum, 
being the proposal of Mr. Bent, the State 
Premier himself, without the sanction of 
Parliament, is illogal. ‘The whole trouble 
is that tho minority, which is always 
dissatisfied with every ‘arrangement mado 
for religious instruction, is the Roman 
Catholic body, which is one-fifth of tho 
whole population.

The Navigation Bill. 

Our absolute right to our own coastal 
trade is the text on which the whole of 
the new Shipping Bill now in its second 
reading in the Senate depends. The ob- 
ject is, as much as possible, to give all the 
interstate trade to local shipping houses, 
by imposing conditions which the British 
shipowner cannot compete with agai 
the competition of his rivals. Westralia 
on account of its distance and inaccessibi 
lity by rail is excluded from the condi- 
tions, Opponents of the measure, led by 
Senator Sir J. H. Symon, describe it as 
an act “which in a circuitous, furtive 
stealthy way, is intended to bar British 
shipping from our coasts.” But it is 
merely an exposition of the policy of 
which the “ white ocean” ides is such a 
prominent factor. 


The Felton Bequest. 


A munificent bequest has been made to 
the national gallery of Victoria by the 
will of Mr. Alfred Felton, who lately died, 
ing half a million of money. The 
tor, who was a partnor in the firm of 
Folton, Grimwade & Co., was a noted 
lover of art and possessed a fine collec- 
tion of pictures mado during his long 
life. Having no family ties he has left 
the bulk of his fortune to public institu- 
tions and among them, £5,000 a year in 
perpetuity to the trustees of the National 
Gallory for the purchase of pictures.

Moreover 
Mr. Balfour frankly declares that his 
aim is not to rake up and emphasise 
doctrinal differences, but to deal with 
actual breaches of the law by clergymen 
in their services. ‘There is something to 
be said for the objection raised by some 
nonconformists that the Commission con- 
sists entirely of professed churchmen. 
So long as the church is “ established,” 
they urge, it is in a senso the church of 
the whole nation and the church of every 
member of that nation, whatever his 
religious views. 

The Sunken Submarine. 

‘At last after many trying weeks of wait~ 
ing Submarine A I has been raised, and its 
heroie victims have beon laid to rest with 
all naval honours. ‘The inquest has boon 
completed, and we know all that we shall 
ever know of the cause of the disaster. It 
was clear enough, even before the vossel 
was raised, indeed it was explained very 
clearly by’ the Earl of Selbourne, last 
Saturday and the inquiry has fully com- 
firmed his statement. It was clear from 
the nature of the injury to the Submarine 
that she must have attempted to dive into 
deop water just as the Berwick Castlo 
was upon her, and as only the conning

Triumph of the Mother-in-Law. 
By a very singular coincidence Mr. 
Justice Lawranco has had during tho 
past week to try two cases in succession 
in which damages for libel or slander 
have been sought from a mother-in-law 
havasce which havo througheut born a 
remarkable similarity. In each instanco 
the wife sided with her mother against 
her husband; in each case the wife 
rebelled—in one case by rushing out of 
‘the Court, and in the other caso by tears 
‘inst the exposure of her married 
life, which counsel for the husband tried 
to extract, and in each case with such 
success that not only did she put an end 
to the cross-examination, but obtained 
from the jury an immediate verdict for her 
mother. And in each instance the 
judge not only endorsed the action of the 
jury, but expressed his surprise that the 
jury had not stopped the case before. 
‘Some of the newspapers have drawn from 
this coincidence the inference that the 
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ill-odour in which the mother-in-law is 
held by the humourist, and to some 
extent by the novelist, obtains no 
sympathy from the general public as 
represented by the average juryman. 
This opinion may be well grounded, but 
it is hardly justified by the two cases 
in point. They were both cases in which 
the plaintiff ‘appeared to justify in no 
small degroo the bad opinion of him 
held by his mother-in-law; and in one 
of them at least the son-in-law had 
uttered slanders about his wife's mother 
at least as inexcusable as anything that 
she had said about him. Even if the 
average mother-in-law were all that she 
is painted by the humourist the 
man who would humiliate his wife 
by dragging his domestic affairs into 
“public Court” would not be likely’ 
to obtain much sympathy; and both the 
suits which Mr. Lawrance has just hoard 
aro chiefly remarkable as examples of the 
extraordinary blindness to their own 
fects which characterises a good many 
suitors. In their vindictive desire to 
humiliate their mothers-in-law they soom 
to have ignored the circumstances in 
their own conduct which were bound to 
come to light during the hearing, and 
which could only cover them with con 
tompt, 


John Coleman. 

A vory interesting personality has just 
passed ‘away in old John Coleman, ‘the 
actor, dramatist, and novelist. He ne 
achieved a very grat. position in any of 
there walks of life; but he was known 
and beloved by almost every actor and 
actress who had trodden the boards for 
threo generations. Ho was better known 
inthe provinces than in London, both as 
actor and manager ; but he had his times 
of triumpbs in London too. Many years ago 
ho waa manager of the Queen's ‘Theatre, 
Mr. Labouchere’s playhouse in "Long 
Acre ; and ho introduced Salvini to the 
London public, and also brought out 
8 momorable ‘revival of Shakespeare's 
Henry V, in which ho himsolf played the 
title role. After the death of Sir Au. 
guitus Harris he was Manager of Drury 

ane Theatre and he signalised his accos- 
sion to this coveted post by bringing out 
a melodrama of his own called” the 
“ Duchess of Coolgardie.” But his manago- 
ment of the Queen's turned out in a peou- 
niary senso a disastrous failure, and his 
control of Old Drury lasted but a vory 
short time. He was a close friend of that 
great novelist Charles Reade, of whom he 
brought out a volume of recollections last 
year.

The usual formal business is transacted. 

Road Extensions. Kiangse Road.—The 
claim of Messrs. Ward, Probst & Co. for 
compensation for the scheduled strip of 
Cadastral Lot 182 is allowed. The area 
involved is Mow 0.150 and the rate of 
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payment the assessed value raised by one- 
third and with 10 per cent for compulsory 
surrender. 

Road Extensions. Tsepoo Road.—Noting 
the claim of Messrs. Scott & Carter for the 
scheduled strip of Cadastral Lot 130 
required for this road, viz., Tls. 6,000 
per mow plus 10 per cent for compulsory 
surrender, the Council decides to defer the 
improvement upon financial grounds until 
& more favourable opportunity arises for 
widening the street concerned. 

Dogs—The Council is informed that 
more than 250 dogs have been licensed 
since the recent notification on the sub- 
ject. 

Land Commission—The Commission 
notifies its willingness to rehear the caso 
against Mr. Toeg, in accordance with the 
Council's request, the date of the sitting 
to be fixed hereafter. 

Town Hall.—The Council sanctions 
the free use of the Town Hall for the 
Purpose of a magic lantern entertainment 
to be given for the benefit of the English 
and American blue-jackets in port. 

House Assessments.—Appeals to the 
number of forty are submitted, against 
the recent ro-assessment of tenements in 
the occupation of their owners, aud ate 
referred to the Finance Committee. 

Cadastral Office —The following corres- 
pondence is ordered for publicatio 


Council Room, 
Shanghai, 5th April, 1904. 


Sim,—I have the honour to inform youi 
that the working and ofiiciency of ‘the 
Cadastral Office, which was established 
as a result of correspondence betwoen 
yourself and the Couneil in October 1900, 
have recently been under examination by 
the Council and have been found, gener- 
ally speaking, to be satisfactory. 

‘There are, however, two important 
points which still call for some measure 
of improvement, and for these the Coun: 
cil has the honour to request your con- 
sideration and co-operation so that such 
action as you consider advisable may be 
taken. 

In the first place, there is the question 
of boundary stones which, as you may 
observe from the Council’s letter to the 
Senior Consul of the 17th December, 1900, 
was left in a condition only partially sat. 
isfactory. Experience has shown that 
the nonplacement of these marks renders 
accurate survey impossible also thet the 
tri-monthly remindors suggested by Mr. 
Valdez have little or no effect. The re- 
medy in this matter appears to lie in the 
Council's hands, and it is suggested for 
the future that failure on the part of 
landrenters to carry out this formality 
be followed, after one reminder, by pro- 
secution under Bye-law VII before the 
proper authorities. 

The second and more important ques- 
tion arises from the fact that renters of 
other nationality than British register in 
His Majesty's Consular Land Office, and 
that in many cases British renters for one 
purpose or another effect their registra 
tion at other foreign Consulates. The 
ill-effects of this practice are evident, 
and have frequently been brought to 











public notice. In cases where litigation } 


or dispute arises, there are unnecessary 
complications of authority, and. inasmuch 
as Land Regulation [II expressly stipulates 
that renters shall report to “their Con- 
sular Representative,” the Council ven- 
tures to hope that you may be good 
enough to insist upon strict compliance 
therewith, so far as your office is con- 
cerned. The Council feels confident that 








this step will prove fruitful of genera] 
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advantage, and therefore asks your 
consent and assistance in the matter.

Before 
moving the adoption. of the accounts 1 
would be pleased to answer any questions 
you may lave to ask. 

Mr. Wuttie seconded the adoption of the 
report and pointed out some other directions 
in which the business of the Company had 
increased, The income had increased by 
‘Ts. 872 per day, while expenses had 
decreased by 5 per cent. There was an 
increase in the assets and a decrease both in 
tho death claims and expenses, showing very 
good prospects before the Company. ~The 
income for April, the first month of the pre- 
sent year’s working, was Tis. 62,000, while 
for the same month Inst year it was only 
‘Tis. 39,000, showing an increase already of 
ls. 23,000. For April and May last year 
the income was Tis. 1,137,000; this year 
up to date it was Tis. 1,205,000. ‘Therefore 
the outlook was that the advance this year 
would be even greater than that of previous 
years. He endorsed all that had been said 
by the Chairman as to the good work done 
by the representatives and agents, to whom 
much of the success of the Company was 
due. 

Tho report and accounts were then 
adopted, 

‘The Chairman said that after mature con- 
sideration the Directors had decided this 
year that it was possible to pay a dividend 
of one tael per share, equal to 10 per cent. 
Hitherto they had paid 8 per cent only, 
but this year they were in a better position. 
OF course, it would be possible to pay a 
still larger dividend, but the Directors decided 
to abide by their old resolution to build up 
the Company and not increase the dividends 
until they lad arrived at what they con- 
sidered very substantial position. He 
moved that a dividend of 10 per cent be 
paid, 

Mr, Tso seconded and the motion was 
carried. 

‘The Chairman referred to tho death of 
Mr. Eastlack, which occurred before he had 
completed the audit of the Company's ac- 
counts. ‘The Directors had therefore asked 
M. A. R. Leake to complete the audit, and 
he had done so. required confirmation 
by tho shareholders. 

Mr. G. Mooser seconded and the action 
of tho directors was approved. 

‘The Chuirman proposed, Mr. Moser 
seconded and it was carried: “That Mr. 
Leake be elected auditor for the ensuing 
year. 

On the motion of Mr. Wattie, seconded 
by Mr. Mooser, Mr. John Ford was re- 
elected a director for the ensuing year. 

‘Tho Chairman announced that dividend 
warrants would be issued on the 3ist July 
and the Ist January, 1905.

‘The value 
of the stock is some $11,000 less than the 


| preceding year, and this is due to all drugs 


showing the slightest sign of depreciation 
having been rejected, and the sale at low. 
prices of certain articles which were in small 
demand and not improving by age. The 
book debts outstanding are some $2,000 less, 
and every effort is being made to further 
reduce the amount, which is much larger 
than it ought to be. I shall be pleased to 
answer any questions.

‘Turning to accounts, 
I would observe that the short campaign 
of seven months has brought,about a le 
favourable statement of accounts tha 
would probably have appeared had wo 
been running for a full twelve months. 
Closing the account on 29th February is 











desirable for stock-taking, but has some 
disadvantages; for instance, it shows up 
our indebtedness to the Bank in a some- 
what unfavourable light. Our overdraft 
at that date was on trading account, 
‘Tis. 62,789.59; this large amount was 
brought about by the bills for winter 
season's goods having been practically all 
met, but the accounts against sales take 
some time to collect. On the 28th instant 
our overdraft was Tls. 38,348.03. and will 
be gradually furthor reduced. I may say 
that the general business of the store, 
both here and in Hankow, has not only 
been maintained but ‘is increasing. 
The item of $1,166.78 for bad and 
doubtful debts is less than 1 per cent ; on 
our turnover every precaution is taken 
to prevent loss, but it is impossible to 
wholly eliminate it. I should be glad to 








see some steps taken by retail traders to 
militate against the losses sustained by 
them under this heading. 
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Property Account.—As leases fall in, 
this account may be expected to improve, 
as is the caso with 33, Kiangse Road, 
which is being now altered for a 
store and has been let at an enhanced 
rent. We may also hope to get money at 
a lower rate of interest than 8 per cont 
which we are now paying on Tis. 150,000. 
If this amount could have been obtained 
at 7 per cent as expected, more than 
half the loss now shown on this account 
would not have been incurred; cost of 
alterations has also been charged to 
working account, which might have been 
debited to capital account. Ican only 
ropeat what is stated in the Report, that 
your Directors are of opinion that this 
purchase will eventually be of great 
benefit to the Company. I shall be glad 
toanswer any questions or to hear any 
suggestions from shareholders. 

There wore no questions and the 
following resolutions were then put and

We propose to pay our ehar 
holders 8 per cent, and if y 
propriations we will write off the whole of 
the flotation expenses, also 10 per.cent off] 
furniture, fixtures, ete., and a substan- 
tial sum off the book value of the launch 
Electra, which vessel will thenstand in our| 
booksat the modest sum of $4,500. Itisnot 
usual in companies of this kind to publish 
the working account for the benefit of 
competitors, but if any shareholder wishes 
to satisfy himself that the books have 
been kept properly, they are open for 
his inspection upon application to the 
Secretary. Our expenses for rent of 
promises and salaries and wages, have 
been heavy items. We have considered 
it advisable to have good offices and show 
rooms ina convenient locality, and also 
an adequate staff. I trust’ that the 
shareholders who have given the Company 
business have found that staff efficiont. 
The head of one of the largest shipping 
hongs told me recently that the work 
done for his firm by the company was 
|good. (Applause.) “ You will observe 
that the auditor certifies that all our 
book debts appear to be good, with a 
slight exception. This exception. is an 
amount of a little over $100, but as we 
carry forward tothe new account $1,810.56 
there seoms ample provision for this 
doubtful debt, should we, as seems prob- 
able, fail to collect same. I shall be 
glad to answer any questions, or hear’ 
Say suggestions. 

‘Mr. Wilmer said that he did not rise 
for the purpose of criticising the balance 
sheet. He fully recognised that the 
Company had had difficulties to contend 
with during the first year, and one of 
these difficulties, the competition of the 
‘Council, was now done away with. He 
did not doubt that the Company had a 























speaking about 14 per cont of the capital, 
out of which the shareholders were only 
going to receive 8 per cent. Therest seemed 
to be absorbed in writing off formation 
expenses, and part of the cost of the 
launch and furniture, and tho Auditor's 
and Directors’ fees.

The British Squadron in the 
Yangtse. 

The local mandarins have received an 
intimation that Admiral Noel, who has 
gone up the Yangtse with a squadron of 
battleships and cruisers, intends to call on 
Viceroy Wei Kuang-ta'o at Nanking 
first and then upon Viceroy Chang Chih- 
tung at Wuchang. In both cities prepara- 
tions are being made to entertain’ the 
Admiral and his officers. 


Reerudescence of Brigandage in 
Kuangsi. 

A Wuchou, Kuangsi province, dispatch 
reports that there is a large body of 
brigands now operating in the sub- 
prefecture, who dress themselves up-in 
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the uniforms of soldiers belonging to the 
Suiynan brigade—one of the cashiered 
ox-Marshal Su’s favourite brigades. The 
brigands are all armed with magazine 
rifles and their leaders ride in mountain 
sedan chairs just like ordinary military 
officers travelling in the country investigat- 
ing matters. In consequence of this the 
suspicious inhabitants of the villages in 
Héngchon were lulled and no prepara- 
tions were made to resist an attack upon 
them, About a fortnight ago, while en- 
camped near a large market town well 
known for its well-to-do residents, the 
pseudo-soldiers suddenly made prisoners 
of the trained band of the village, took 
away all their arms and ammunition, 
also of the newest pattern, which had 
been supplied by Governor Ko of the 
province, and after robbing the place of 
all sorts of valuables and food supplies 
the brigands marched off carrying with 
them several of the principal gentry of the 
village for ransom, 


The Latest about Tung Fu-hsiang. 


Our reliable native correspondent in 
Peking states that the notorious 
Boxor partisan, the ex-General Tang Fu- 
hsiang, has been residing in the capital 
for nearly twenty-two months without hi 
presence being known to the “man in 
the street.” Although in a few officers 
connected with the Six Boards there has 
been a. sort of lurking suspicion that 
the notorious ex-Boxer General is 
by no means so dead as has been 
reported at least twice during the past 
three years, so closely has the secret of 
Tung Fu-hsiang’s presence in Pekin; 
deen kept by his devoted friends an 
followers that it was by a mere accident 
that our correspondent managed to 
obtain optical proof of it. Tung Fu- 
hsiang is living in the town residence of 
‘certain Manchu noble (who, by the way, 
was also an active partisan of the Boxers 
in 1900) the grounds of which are thickly 
surrounded by very large trees, some of 
them over two centuries old, thns per- 
fectly screening the residents from out- 
side view. ‘oreover the houses are 
built in parallel rows no less than twenty- 
two deep, near the last line of which the 
ex-Goneral has been living quietly for 
so many months past. Ho is further- 
more guarded by over four hundred of 
his ld soll rs who, as servants and 
retainers about the place, keep jealous 
watch of the premises so that no outsider 
can get in even within two feet distance 
inside the outer gates of the semi-fortified 
alace. No wonder then that a ramour 

as gone out—sedulously spread about 
by his friends, we may rest assured— 
that the old man is dead, seeing that no 
outsider has been able to get a glance 
of Tung Fu-hsiang since the beginning of 
1902. ‘The ex-General rarely goes beyond 
the sequestered grounds of his residence, 
but if he does so it is only Inte at night 
to make a call upon 


Ex-Prince Tuan. 

‘This famous schemer is also known 
to be in Peking. This fact was 
chronicled last year in these ‘ Notes.” 
Our correspondent now states that 
the ex-prince has veen living for a 
long time, also very quietly, in the town 
residence of the Prince of the Alashan 
Mongols, who, by the way, is Tnan’s 
wife's brother. Tho greatest secrecy 
is observed in trying to keep the presence 
in the capital of ex-Prinee Tuan from

@ confirmation of the news. Yesterday a 
reply was received from his excellency stating 
that after careful investigation he had come 
to the conclusion that there was not the 
slightest foundation for the report noted 
above. 

The Tibetan Embroglio. 

‘The “Sinwénpao” learns from Tientsin 
that the Government at Peking intends to 
appoint H. H. Hsi Liang, Viceroy of Sze- 
chuan, Special Imperial High Commissioner 
to Tibet to arrange matters with the British 
‘Mission, and that an Imperial Edict is ex- 
ected to be sent to Viceroy Hsi Liang in 
a few days granting his excellency plenary 
powers. 








Mounted Bandits near Newehwang. 
‘The same paper states that it is reported 
from Newchwang that no less than 8,000 
mounted bandits—not Hunghutze—are lurk- 
ing in the vicinity of that port waiting 
for the abandonment of the city by the 
Russians to fall upon the unlucky inhabi- 
tants and plunder them.

It was reported in local mandarin circles 
yesterday that Mr. Uchida, Japanese 
Minister in Peking sent the other day a 
dispatch to the Waiwupu asking the follow- 
ing question :—“ Port Arthur will soon fall 
into our hands, in which caso I am instructed 
to ask the Chinese Imperial Government 
whether China is ready to take over the 
place, or leave it to the Japanese army to 
‘hold on behalf of China.”

It is reported from Peking that the Wai- 
wupa has received a telegram from Hu 
Wei-té, the Chinese Minister at St. Peters- 
burg, warning Government that from certain 
indications he is of the opinion that a lange 
body of Russians at Irkutsk have received 
instructions to be ready to march southwards 
and perhaps occupy both Chinese Turkestan 
and Kansu. .

New Machinery at Lunghua. 

At Lunghua a set of cartridge control- 
ling machines has recently been erected 
and the machines, the like of which have 
never before been supplied to China, are 
surpassing even the greatest expectations 
of managers and workmen, who are quite 
enthusiastic over the plant. We under- 
stand that the machines come from Messrs. 
Schuchardt and Schiitte of Berlin, who 
have also supplied to the arsenal cartridge 
clip machinery and a complete plant for 
the manufacture of gun-stocks.

Hukuang Students en Route.

days en route to study in Japan, Sixty 
of the students belong to Hupeh and 
forty to Hunan province and they are in 
charge of three Taotais and three pre- 
fects.

Arrest of a Pseudo Imperial 
Prince 


Upon information received the local 
mandarins arrested on Sunday in a 
house near the West-gate of the Native 
City four men, who had recently taken 
up their quarters in the place, one 
of whom gave himself out as a Princo 
(“Tsing Wang”) of the Manchu Im- 
perial House. A careful search revealed 
to the Yamén “runners” a yellow docn- 
ment with the Imperial dragon around 
the margin, purporting to be an Im- 
perial decree, a so-called Shang-fang 
Pao-chien, or Royal two-edged Sword 
—the latter of which (if a bona fide 
one) confers upon the possessor the 
terrible privilege of beheading any 
subject of the Emperor from the 3rd 
rank downwards, without being com- 
pelled to ask first the consent and 
authority of the Throne—A large wooden 
oficial-looking seal, the legend on which 
denoted that the holier of it had been 
appointed by the Emperor spedfal In- 
vestigating Censor over the affairs of 
seven provinces of the Empire: an 
official hat with a red button and peacock’s 
feather trailing behind ; three documents 
conferring posthumous ranks of the 2nd 
grade, and two medium-sized trunks re- 
markable only for their emptiness. Fin- 
ally, a further search for treasure and 
valuables, usually to be found among the 
baggage of such a high personage as a 
Prince of the Imperial House, showed 
only five Mexican dollars, a few hundred 
copper cash, and four or five silk gowns, 
very much the worse for wear. At the pre- 
liminary examination of the four pri- 
soners held by Mr. Wang, the Shanghai 
City Magistrate, yesterday, nothing much 
was learned except that there is apparent- 
ly some attempt to be made for a big 
swindle on certain unsuspecting persons 
in Shanghai provided with more money 
than brains. 
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‘The Russian Commissariat 
officials at Moukden, according to a re- 
cent dispatch from that city, tried the 
other day to compel the Chinese authori- 
ties there to consent to furnish daily for 
the use of the Russian troops in that city 
no less than one hundred and sixty piculs 
of flour and sixty-five oxen, under threat 
of the Russians “ helping themselves.” As 
the latter had never been shy in doing so 
ever since their advent in 1900 it is, per- 
haps, needless to state that the Chinese 
replied that they could continue to do so 
since everything so far had been conceded 
them through force majeure. 
The Retirement of Li Chan-ch‘un. 
‘A Nanking dispatch states with regard 
to the proposed retirement, (owing to 
chronic illness) of General Li Chan-ch‘un, 
Provincial Commander-in-chief of Lower 
Kiangsu (who is also Admiral of the 
Nanyang squadron and Commandant of 
the troops at Woosung) as already stated 
in these “ Notes” about three weeks ago, 
that Viceroy Wei Kuang-t'so has ap- 
pointed General Yang, commanding the 
Viceregal ‘guards brigade at Nanking, to 
be general Li Chan-ch‘un’s locum tenens 
until the commands of the throne be 
known 


A Last Resort. 

‘Tho local mandarins have been laughing 
heartily at the following report from 
Mukden which has been recently 
received by them, and reference to 
which it may well be inferred does not 
increase in the least the prestige of the 
Russians, which according to a native 
saying has been “ bedraggled in the dust 
by defeats ”—Yi-pai-t'u-ti, The report 
in question is that the Tartar General of 
Fongtien (Tséng Chi) has been asked by 
the Russians “to guard the Manchurian 
Railway for them, as all the Russians in 
Manchuria are needed to fight the 
Japanese.” It is stated that in spite of 
his habitual fear of the Muscovite, Tséng 
Chi actually burst out laughing when 
the request was made,

Russian Diplomacy. 
‘A Northen dispatch states that General 
Ma Yii-k‘un, commanding the Chinese 
tooops guarding the region outside Shanhai- 
Kuan to the western banks of the Liao 
river, recently reported to the Waiwupu 
that of late, since their roverses at the 
hands of the Japanese, the Russian troops 
stationed in the vicinity’ of the Chinese camps 
on the Liao have gradually changed their 
demeanour towards the Chinese, and soem 
to show a more friendly disposition leading 
to the supposition that they (the Russians) 
think it better not to seek a quarrel with 
the Chinese, at least, just yet. 
A Russian Protest. 

It is reported in [ocal mandarin circles 
that the Russian Consul here wrote the 
other day to the Shanghai ‘Thotai, His 
Honour Yuan Shu-hsun, protesting against 
the export from i to, Japan of 
‘beans, wheat, flaxseed, cabbages, and such 
edibles, on’ the 1d that this is 
aiding the enemies of Russia and he 
therefore requested Yuan Taotai to take 
steps to stop the jon, Yuan 
Taotai, on the other hand, finds himself 
unable to accede to the Russian Consal’s 
request, as the edibles complained of are not 
mentioned in the list of contraband of war 
published by the Russian Government at 
‘the commencement of hostilities. Further- 
more there is a difference in that the edibles 
complained of are being exported merely 
to Japan as merchandise and not to the 
soene of hostilities between the belligerent 
armies, Neutral countries, moreover, are 


allowed by international law to trade with 
both belli and the matter under 
protest comés under this last provision. In 
the meantime, it is stated that Yuan Teotai 
has reported the facts of the case to the 
Central Government at Peking, asking for 
instructions. 

Proposed People’s Loan in Canton. 
A Canton letter states that owing to the 
emptiness of the provincial exchequer of 
‘Kuangtung, a number of innovations which 
‘Viceroy Tsén is anxious to start in Canton, 
principally for the benefit of the inhabitants 
of that city themselves, cannot be started. 
‘His Excellency is therefore considering the 
floating of a People’s Loan Fund in Canton 
at the rate of 81's per cent'per annum, the 
‘bonds to be for Tis. 100 each. ‘The loan is for 
ten years guaranteed by the revenues obtain- 
ed by the provincial Government from the 
Fantan, Weising and other lotteries and 
gambling institutions licensed by the State 
in Kuangtung province. ‘To further gain the 
confidence of investors the Commissioner of 
Customs at Canton will be asked to manage 
the flotation of the loan, and

comparisons. It is fitting that we as Ameri- 
cans consider what America stands for in 
‘the world, and that we ask ourselves whether 
we, a5 Americans, are upholding our 
country’s ideals. 

In his grect commemorative address in 
‘the Keramicus at Athens over the soldiers 
who died at Marathon in saving their country 
from wearing the yoke of Persia, Pericles, 
with the world’s most beautiful temples 
rising before him on the Acropolis, evidence 
of the wealth, ash ood liars of the 

vthenian id of his nation’s pur 
feos «Wer tin aa Ble Deautiful 
without extmvagance, contemplative with- 
out unmanliness; wealth with us is a thing 
not for ostentution, but for reasonable use, 
and it is not the acknowledgment of poverty 
that we think disgrabeful, but the lack of 
endeavour to avoid it.” “We in America 
Inve not yet attained the excellence 
artistic skill of the ancient Greek nor 
fill measure of philosophic serenity in 
contemplation of poverty ; but we too have 
some claims to excellence in these regards. 
‘Though we are considered by many as mere 
cookers of wealth, wo may well urge that 
wo give many examples of its “reasonable 
use.’ More and more of our wealth, public 
and private, buys the refinement of art and 
gives to tho public the use of the beauties 
of nature. Our greatent, public expenditures 
are not for arms or the furtherance of trade, 
bub for schools; and our public schools are, 
in their spirit, essentially demoreratic. We 
believe in the mental and moral training of 
all. In our Oriental possessions, in like 
manner, the revenues are nob spent to 
further plans of fiscal benefit to the home 
country, but for the uplifting, through 
elucation, of the native peoples to higher 
and nobler standards of living. When scorn- 
fal critics of our Philippine policy talk of 
our work there as if it were 2 failure, they 
i show their ignorance of our country’s 
pred and their own less noble aims. They 
object to higher ee 
Filipino, to higher prices for his products, 
to axpendl cart his uplifting. They 
are but traders, exploiters, whatever thei 
nationality, American or foreign. ‘They have 
not yet learned America’s creed that while 
trade may well be fostered, justice and man- 
hood count for more. In the Far East, we 
must remember, our country’s foreign policy 
has been, and is, freedom for each land to 
hold and to develop its own resources for 
its own sake. When for its own sake it 
asks aid of others or grants privileges to 
others, we ask equal rights for all. Our 
nation is glad to see the development of 
each individual of every race and count 
believing that with the development of in 
telligence and the sense of responsibility 
which brings independence, there come the 
saving power of self-control and the feeting 
of duty which turn brute force into the

service of the higher civilisation. We wel- 
come the development and s ing of 
‘every nation so long as that development is 


through peaveful means to a higher standard 
of intellectual and moral life, With growth 
of intelligence go, under right training, 
respect for law and growth of the humbler 
but essential virtues of —self-reatraint, 
honesty, regard for others. These virtues 
in other nations make for our profit and 
the world’s good. 

‘These principles aro inbred in every true 
American. In securing, by stress of war 
‘in Revolutionary days tif freedom of the 
citizen to work out his own destiny high 
or low, our nation was born; to give free- 
dom and the right of self-government to our 
own slaves, our greatest war, in which with 
equal consciontiousness brother strove against 
brother, was fought out to its righteous 
end: to relieve from oppression a down- 
trodden people at our gate, our citizens 
drove our Government into its last war, for, 
no thoughtful maa at home failed to see 
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that it was the starving thousands in the 
concentration camps in Cuba that finally 
tured the scale for war. Similar motives 
‘too gave us our new task in the Far East. 
‘Tho retention of the Philippines was not 
from love of gain, but from the sense of 
responsibility, of duty, which could not tum 
back to either misrulo or anarchy the people 
which the lot of war bad placed in our

It may bo 
remembered, too, that in many of our great 
cities, where we seem most to come short, 
our chief task, as yet, is to assimilate people 
from other lands, With other ideals. As yet 
they are hardly to be judged by our ideal, 
nor are their governments to be counted yet 
as fully American. But no one who has 
studied our history, or watchel our later 
development, questions that our Amencan 
Principles are steadily winning even under 
‘those advorse conditions. 

In upholding these principles, which 
though indeed not always carried’ out. in 
full measure, are still the ruling motives of 
our Government, these comrades of ours 
in their various fields of strife have fallen. 
We moum their loss for our own sakes. 
So far as their lives and deaths havo upheld 
our country's honour by exemplifying its 
spirit we should emulate them. ‘To us now 
remains their task of unholding our country s 
ideals as we must pass it on in duo time 
to our successors. We shall, then, do well 
here on this day sacred to our country, to 
consecrate ourselves anew to the upholding 
of these ideals in our own lives, and to the 
employment of these principles in our work, 
to the end that our country may in the 
future still more rapidly than in the past 
extend its beneficent influence in the world 
and do its full share and more in the up- 
lifting of humanity. 

At the conclusion of the service a 
salute was fired and the sailors then 
decorated with flowers the graves of their 
fallen comrades.

THE REAL YELLOW 
PERIL, WHAT IS IT? 


In tho “Times of India” of 6th May, 
there is leader of four columns and a-haif, 
nearly four thousand words, on “The Res! 
Yellow Peril.” When ono has gotten over 
the shock of the mental spectacle of a per- 
spiring but persevering journalist’ making 
his pen traverse, on a rough computation, 
over a thousand lineal foot of paper, there is 
little energy left in the hot season with 
which to ferret out what the real yellow 
peril actually is, according to the Indian 
“Times.” Glancing down the first column, 
wo learn that the “inner meaning of the 
great struggle” between Russia and Japan 
is the fate of China. Japan “only seaks to 
make China great and powerful.” Which- 
ever way tho war ends, there will be a 
coalition of China and Japan. In military 
pupilage to Japan, “the Chinese were apt 
pupils, despite tho uninformed sneors fre- 
quently uttered about their courage.” ‘This 
suggests a quaint antithesis, in “the utter- 
ance of well-informed sneors.”” In the third 
column we arrive at an interesting 
prophecy: “Ten years hence, Chins 
will be covered " with a ‘network 
of railways,” and this complimentary 
if not quite now) referenco to the 
Chinese as a people: “The Chineso 
are one of the most capable nations in the 
world, along their own peculiar lines. ‘They 
possess inexhaustible vitality, and their 
past intellectual exclusiveness has arisen 
largely from tho knowledge that they had 
attained a high grade of civilisation while 
the Western races were still clad in skins 
and ing one another with wooden 
clubs. ‘Those who call them ignorant can 
only do so in ignérance. Astronomy was a 
systematic: study among them twonty-two 
centuries before Christ. They established 
the principles of mathematics, of trigonome- 
tay, and of algebra at a very early period. 
In philosophy, they oxpounded the Baconian 
method before Bacon, and the Cartesian 
theory before Descartes. They partially 
stumbled upon the theory of biological 
evolution, and that of the conservation of 
energy, in the pre-Christian ema; their 
philosophers divised the theory of other 
centuries ago, and even coniectured the cron- 
tion of light.’ In art and in’ literature their 
achievements extort admiration. In the 
science of government, they have at one 
time or another experimented with every 
known method. No nation with a history 
80 creat and so unbroken ean contain within 
i the seeds of permanent deca and Lord 
Salisbury spoke with fruer insight than 
many of his followers when he said he de- 
clined to believe that such a race could be- 
come hopelessly moribund. Be it remem. 
bered, too. that China possesses untapped 
mineral resonices: vaster than the United 
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States; that much of the country can boast 
‘of unexampled fertility; and that the 
capacity for industry is so ingrained in the 
people, that taken in bulk they are the most 
Jaborious race on earth. It is alleged 
against them that they lack the military in- 
stinct, and are not a fighting race. It is 
true that they love peace, but the combative 
instinet is only dormant; they possess it in 
common with the rest of mankind, and it 
may be roused. ‘The men of many provinces 
do not lack physique, and they certainly do 
not lack courage, The records of their own 
‘wars prove this; so does the experience of 
the Chinese Regiment ; so does the story of 
the gunners who stuck to their guns on the 
island batteries of Weihaiwei. They only 
need leaders -of knowledge and integrity ; 
these they will find in Japan.” After that, 
we come upon an apparent self-contradic~ 
tion, Having remarked that if Japan meets 
defeat, Manchuria “will inevitably become, 
in name and in fact, an appanage of 
Crardom,” the wiiter "ays: However 
the war may end, that province could never 
become a centre of Russian colonisation.” 
If an appanage of Czardom “in fact” is 
not a Russian colony in name, we are some- 
what misled. ‘To prove that no alien power 
could colonise Manchuria, we are reminded 
that we “cannot exterminate inon by the 
million,” to which the inguiry instantly 
presents itself: Had Great Britain to ex- 
terminate millions to colonise India? Sir 
Robert Hart's prophecy of 1900, anent the 
Chinese imperilment “of the world’s 
future,” is quoted as containing tho 
“germ of prophetic insight” in a man who 
sees “with clearer and more prescient 
than those around him.” However, 

Js rearing to be told, fo column som 
four, that “the popular conception of 
Yellow Perl is o bogey.” Finally, in 
fifth column, with barely nine hundred 
to come, wo glean that the real yel- 
peril is to be a commercial one. China 
and Japan together, peace restored, are to 
“boss” the world’s ‘markets, as seb forth 
in the late Mr. Charles Pearson's “ National 
Life and Oharactar.” The waiter holds, he 
says, wit Martin, the experienced 
President of the Imperial Chinese Univer- 
sity, that “China is a unit, and through 
all its members there sweeps the mighty 
tide of a common life.” Entertaining which 
pretty sentiment, ho not very reasonably 
‘asserts that without the wiser head of 
Japan to help her, China will never work 
out her own salvation. However, dropping 
the real saffron-tinted peril, it is said, by 
way of peroration: “The most tremendous 
lesson, the most significant warning, which 
this war conveys to Europe, is not that 
Russia may—and probably will—be beaten, 
not that the outward expansion of a par. 
ticular nation has been arrested, but that, 
whether Japan wins or loses, for tho first 
time since Europe began to dominate Asia, 
an Asiatic nation has arisen to challenge a 
Buropean nation upon equal terms. ‘The 
weapons that were forced upon the re- 
Iuotant, hands of Asin have at last been 
seized in real earnest; how skilfully and 
how shrewdly they are being used, the 
events of tho last few weeks have shown. 
Influences, potent and irresistible, have 
been set im motion, the end of which no 
man can foresee. Whatever elso befalls, this 
is certain: that Japan and China will hence- 
forth follow what they conceive to be their 
destinies, unchecked and unrestricted by 
Europe.” And moreover: “The Yellow 
Races have atways been the most vitalising 
and energising factors in the whole of 
Asia, They are coming to their own, and 
Enrope can no longer stop them. The wave 
of European domination has rolled onward 
to the of the Pacific, but i 
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‘them; for to believe that any European 
Power has strength for the effort to hold 
‘those countless myriads in permanent sab- 
jection, is to dream idle dreams. The war, 
if it means anything at all, means that a 
period has been placed upon the advance of

Nothing of any im- 
portance occurred until we were clear of 
Shaweishan and then we passed some 
fishing-boats and a derelict empty beor- 
barrel, which last had probably floated 
south from some sunken Russian battle- 
ship. A careful look-out was kept for 
stray floating mines and at last the officer 
on watch sighted a suspicious object off 
Alceste Island. On a closer inspection

Instead, a courteous naval officer signed 
our permit to pass in, and drank our 
healths in a glass of tho ship's Scotch 
whisk

THE LOSS OF 
SUBMARINE A 1. 


INQUEST. 


(Cospesen rxom rie * Tries.”) 











‘The inquest on the bodies of the officers 
and crow of tho Submarine A 1 was held at 
Haslar Hospital on the 19th and 20th ult. 
Representatives of the Admiralty and the 
owners of the s.s Berwick Castle were pre- 
sent. After the bodies had been viewed by 
‘tho jury, Lieut. F. E. M. Garforth gave 
evidence of identification. He said that de- 
‘ceased were easily recognisable when taken 
out, of the submarine, 

Captain R. H. S. Bacon, D. S. 0., of 
H. M. 8. Thames, inspecting officer of the 
submarine flotilla, was next called. Ha 
stated that on 18th March, when man- 
qouvres were being carried out at Ports. 
mouth, he was in charge of the submarine 
operations, Witness then went on to give 
2 description of the structure, and 
machinery of the A1. ‘The whole injury, he 
said, was confined to the top of the conning 
tower, The optical tube-was bent, the star- 
bourd ventilator had been broken, the top 
of the conning tower wus slightly beat down 
and the starboard side bent in, 
leakage which could occur would be batareen 
the water-tight lid, and the part of the 
conning tower bent, where the optical tube 
entered. In witness's opinion if the crew 
had not bean stunned they could have stop- 
ped the leak, and blown out the ballast 
tanks. ‘The top of the conning tower was 
about three feet under the surface when the 
boat was submerged. She could be brought 
to the surface on an even keel by the mani- 
Pulution of the rudders. It was quite 
evident that the valves for blowing out the 
ballast tanks had not. been opened. Capt. 
Bacon said that he wished to correct a state- 
ment that hnd been made in the Press 
that the A 1 had many failures. She had no 
failures, and.was the best and handisst. boat 
under. water in the navy. The periscope 
took in a section of the horizon to the ex. 
tent of 45 degrees. The instrument should 
sweep all round at least ones in ten minutes, 
but on this occasion it did not. seem to Have 








. Tt took five minutes to 
empty the ballast tank, and about the same 
time to effect a submersion. ‘The man. 
couvres on the day in question were being 
carried on in the fairway between Spithead 
and Portsmouth. Tt would. be quite im- 
Practicable to warn all incoming vessels on 
Such occasions, as most of them came in 
from abroad. No explosion could have 
taken place through the gasoline, as all 
gasolene was shut off when diving was tak. 
ing place. | The “Times” report says :~- 
{Captain Bacon next gave a. voluntary 
statement as to the actual incidents on the 
day pf the loss of the A 1. * About 14s 
pam he said, ‘I signalled A i to attack 








as well as from the direction of the cruiser, 
I concluded that the submarine was steer- 
ing south.” The Berwick Castle was steer- 
‘ing about south-east, and therefore coming 
up on the starboard quarter of the sub- 
marine. The submarine is fitted with an 
optical tube which gives a view equal to 
the naked eye. She was also fitted with an 
electrical apparatus to allow the whole of 
the horizon to be surveyed. Paes eres 
Castle was going about nine knots and 1 

submarine about six knots. Under these 
conditions unless the tube had been revolved 
so as to be on the beam of the submarine 
the Berwick Castle would not ‘have been 
sighted until about 150ft. off. The sub- 
marine had the choice of doing two things— 
(1) of blowing out her tanks, starboarding 
her helm, and risking a grazing collision on 
‘the surface; (2) diving underneath the not- 
tom of the Berwick Castle. The latter was 
undoubtedly chosen, If the Berwick Castle 
‘were sighted 150ft. off, and allowing five 
seconds for the captain of the submarine to 
make up his mind, the boat would have been 
struck in exactly the position she was on the 
top of her conning tower, which was 25{t. 
below the surface. Had she had about threo 
more seconds, she would have passed clear 
under the bottom of the Berwick Castle.” 

Surgeon W. B. Maurice, R. N., said that 
in his opinion it was quite possible that the 
collision had caused sufficient concussion to 
stun the crew, being as they were in a con- 
fined space. ‘The men were probably ren- 
dered unconscious and then drowned. 

H. M. Bruise, the master of the Berwick 
Castle, was then called. He said that when 
the vessel was struck he had no idea of what 
had occurred. ‘There was no vibration, but 
‘simply a metallic sound of something striking 
twice. As soon as be heard these sounds 
he stopped his ship, and the carpenter 
examined the bottom, but could find nothing 
wrong. He signalled what had happened 
to the Fire Queen. 

Commander Sir D. E. R. Brownrigg read 
the signals made. He said that the Berwick 
Custle went on her way, supposing that she 
laud been struck by a torpedo with a 
collapsible head. 

‘The A 1’s log book was produced and 
various entries made in it on the day of 
the accident were read. 

At this stage the inquest was adjourned 
till the following day. 

20th April. 

Captain Bacon was recalled. In the 
conning tower, he said, there were marks 
which showed that Lieut. Mansergh must 
have received a very severe blow. There 
was blood on the grating of the tower, just 
under where Lieut. Mansergh’s head must 
have been. What he had seen since the 
previous sitting had confirmed his opinion 
that the men had been stunned by the 
impact. ‘ 

‘The coroner questioned witness at somo 
length as to the best: way of lifting the sub- 
marine from the bottom. Captain Bacon 
deprecated the Coroner's suggestion that the 
best way to have raised the boat would have 
been to have steel eyes fixed to her and to 
taise her by passing hawsers through these, 
Tho simplest way to lift her was to mani. 
ulate all the hawsers from the surface— 

to sweep her off the bottom. Sixinch 
hay were extremely awkward things for 
divers to work with.

The first officer of the Berwick Castle con- 

firmed the Captain’s evidence. 

; Frze Carlsen, a diver in the employ of 

the Neptune Salvage Co., was next called. 

He described the position ‘of the boat on ihe 








D:rwick Castle for stopping after such 
a slight shock. It was sad to think that 
in the short time of three seconds the sub- 
marine would have been safe. 

The jury unanimously found that the men 
lost their lives through accidental drowning. 
‘They expressed sympathy with the relatives 
of the deceased and recommended that’ in 
future submarine maneuvres should not: be 
carried out in a narrow fairway. 

Captain Bacon pointed out that such a 
regulation would be impossible. ‘The jury, 
at the Coroner’s suggestion, struck the re- 
commendation out. 

We may add that there is no doubt: that 
the submarines were worked very hard 
during the mancuvres. On the night before 
his death, Lieut. Mansergh was sleeping on 
the wardroom table of the torpedo gunbont 
Hazard with ancther commander of a sub- 
marine, and he remarked to his brother 
officer: “Thank God, to-morrow’s the last 
day.”

This case was resumed, Mr. Duncan 
McNeill prosecuting on behalf of the 
Acting Crown Advocate (Mr. W. A. C. 
Platt), and Mr. F. Ellis defending. 

Inspector Thomas William Bowern, of 
the Chinkiang Municipal Police, said he 
knew both Greer and Hespelor. | Ho first 
mot Hospeler on tho 14th December, 
1903, in the Customs’ Club at Chinkiang” 
Greer came in the following evening, ard 
joined them. Witness introduced them 
to cach other. He first heard of Groer’s 
alleged fortune about the end of Novem. 
ber, 1903. It was matter of gossip in the 
Concession. Afterwards Greer himself 
told him, and said the news had followed 
him through the Straits Settlements to 
the Consulate at Chinkiang, Early in 
December Greer borrowed a cable-code 
book, to telegraph to Auld and Stronach 
the name of his legal advisers in Shanghai. 
On a second occasion he borrowed it to 
decipher u cable message he said had 
come from Auld and Stronach. Witness 
offered to help, but Greer refused and 
said it was private. Shortly afterwards 
Greer came back and told’ witness tho 
cable said: “ Greer, Consulate, Chinkiang 
Stokes and Platt respectable firm, poor 
but honest. Make other arrangements.” 
Witness had asked Greer’s boy about 
Hespeler’s visits to his master. Once, the 
boy said, it was the middle of the tenth 
moon. That would be about December. 

Cross-examined—It was only last 
month he saw the boy; after these pro- 
ceedings had started. After witness had 
introduced Greer to Hespeler, about half- 
an-hour after, Greer said, ‘pointing to 
Hespeler, “That chap is’a' funny’ old 
rooster,” aud asked “Do you know what 
he is?” Witness said “ Mining Engineer.” 
Groor, in a very sarcastic manner, replied : 
“Mining engineer? Why!’ He has been 
hard up in Japan.” Hespeler had said 
nothing to Greer about Japan. Witness 
was with thom all that half-hour, and they 
had no private conversation together. 

Mr. George James Kaye, mechanical 
enginoor, employed by the London and 
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China Syndicate, said Hespeler formerly 
had an appointmont as mining engineer 
to the Syndicate, to do some prospecting, 
in the province of Anhui, Witness went 
up river with him in October 1903. They 
left Shanghai on the 13th October, for 
‘Tatung. ‘The boat stopped at Chinkiang 
onthe 14th, about Lami. Heand Hespeler 
were on deck, but neither went ashore. 
‘They reached Tatung on the 15th, about 
9 am,, and did the work they went to do, 
re! 

then left Mr. Hespeler, who was to wait 
there until the arrival of another mining 
engineer, named Rhodes, also employed 
dy the London and China Syndivate. 
‘They had to go and analyse somo coal 
and copper deposits at Tungling, about 
thirteen English miles away. On the Ist 
November, witness left Shanghai again 
for Tatung, arriving on the morning of 
the 3rd. Ten hours later the two 
men came in 
Chingtzechung. 

Crosss-examined—Hespeler ceased con- 
nection with the Syndicate about the 
end of December. 

Mr. Charles Amos Biddle, American 
subject, proprietor of the Hotel Metro- 
polo, said he knew both prisoners. He 
first’ met Greer on the 25th December 
last, He came and asked for a room that 
day, Ho came alone and produced a 
card marked “R. Greer, British Con- 
sulate, Chinkiang.” Hespeler came in 
Inter, Witness did not remember that 
Hespelor introduced Greer, or that he 
said anything about Groer’s standing. 
Hespelor was registered at the hotel 
from the 30th November to the 5th De- 
comber. He left $1,000. on deposit with 
witness, On the 4th he bad a cheque 
for $2,000 in the safe for safe-keoping. 

Cross-cxamined—Witness did not re- 
member when Hespeler withdrew his 
money. About four or five weeks azo he 
porrowed $100, ani had since ropaid. He 
hover borrowed anything from wituess in 
December; had no occasion to do so. 
Greor, the day after his arrival, deposited 
a eash-box which he said contained 
Valuable documents, Only one cheque 
passed between Greer aud witness ; that 
Was the one now in Court, presented in 
payment of his account. 

Ko Shon, prisoner's “boy,” said he had 
worked in his employ for ‘a-year and a- 
half. He accompanied his master on his 
travels and had been threo times with 
him to Chinkiang. They stayed at In 
spector Bowern’s house. The first time 
was about the middle of December. 
They stayed two or three nights. 
The. next time was the 2lst or 
22nd of December. The third was about 
the Ist of January, this year. Coming 
down about Christinas-time, on the boat, 
was the first time ho saw Greer. His 
master told him to pay Greer $100, from 
the money bag in his master’s box.

Greer asked thom to believe that after 
half-an-hour's acquaintance he and Hes- 
peler sat down to concoct a “ wicked and 
fiendish fraud,” apparently for the sole 
Denefit of Greer’s temporal welfare. On 
Greer’s statement, Hespeler trusted him 
implicitly. Hespeler was not out of em- 
ployment; did not lack means. Greer had 
‘porrowed and returned $100, or he had 
paid Hespeler his small share of the 
fraudulent proceeds. Which was more 
likely? Hespeler’s story was more likely, 
and it was supported by evidence. 
Greer’s antecedents were signi it. As 
a soldier in the orderly-room he had made 
some acquaintance with the ways of 
correspondence, and his experiences 
as a constable had familiarised him with 
the ways of prisoners. The extraor- 
dinary letter was not impossible to Greer 
as suggested by the counsel for the pro- 
secution, as he had admitted writing 
entirely by himself a clever letter to 
Mr. Platt. The date of .his alleged 
‘conspiracy with Mr. Hespeler, in his own 
rooms, was also very vague. Evidence 
showed that Mr. Hespeler was travel- 
Ting overland at the time he was sup- 
posed to be conspiring with Greer. 
Inspector Bowern's evidence went to prove 
that Greer and Hespeler were strangers 
up to the 14th December. Mr. Biddle's 
evidence proved that in one detail at least 
Greor’s evidence was false. Greer said 
Hespeler introduced him to Biddle, as a 
man with “pots of money.” Mr. Biddle 
proved that Greer came first, and that no 
introduction took place. The evidence 
for the defence hung consistently together, 
‘and ho hoped the jury would have no 
doubt of Hespeler’s iunocone 

‘Mr. McNeill said this prosecution rested 
mainly upon the evidence of a man who 
had admitted his own guilt. But for that 
evidence, this prosecution would never 
have taken place. The ovidence of Greer, 
given voluntarily in the first instauco, 
had remained unshal ‘Tho defence of 
an alibi was a good defence if proved. It 
was a dangerous, a fatal defence, if dis- 
proved or doubted.

John Gillan, detective sergeant in tho 
Shanghai Police Force, suid ho joined the 
force on the 6th Januay 1898.

Later, on tho night 
of the 29th, the prisoner saw him again aud 
asked him “what about that affair?” He 
also said that if witness were not paid, he 
could “close them up.”

Mareo Goldstein had leased a” porti 
of Cadastral lot No. 1012, at the cor 
ner of Broadway and Nanzing Road, up- 
on which was built the Grand Oriental 
Hotel, and some Chinese shops, separated 
from the hotel by a passage way—— -154 was 
the one nearest the hotel. Next were Nos. 
156 and 157, without the “H”. ‘The hotel 
had been up since about September 1902. 
It was Goldstein's property. Hoe paid 
ground-rent only. ‘ 

William Wreford Bond deposed that he 
knew Detective-Sergeant Gilfillan. He 
knew Goldstein by repute; spoke to him 
once only. On the 28th March last, witness 
was in company with Giléllan,’ at the 
British Consulate. They were talking to- 
gether when the accused backoned Gilfillan 
away. He went, and witness waited on the 
Parapet for about four or ve minutes, whea 
Gi called out to him “I'll see you 
later.” Witness then left. 

Adjourned until ten o'clock on Saturday. 


Shanghai, 28th May. 

This case was called on again. Mr. 
W. A. ©. Platt (Acting Crown Advocate) 
Prosecuted and had with him Mr. G. D. 
Musso. Mr. T. Morgan Phillips defended. 

Mr. Platt applied for an adjournment. 
A very important witness, named Carolina 
Viasinska, an Austrian subject, had 
appeared. Notice that she was to bo 
called was served on the prisoner's counsel 
on Thursday and she had not been seon 
since. The police were, however, on her 
track and with the assistance of the Court 
it was hoped to ensure her attendance on 
Monday. If his Lordship would address 
a letter to the Austrian Consul-General, 
the latter would, if necessary, issue « 
Warrant to secure the woman’s Presence. 
Mr. Platt added that he would not hava 
mado the application if it had not been 
essential to his case. 

Mr. Morgan Phillips said he had 
certainly been notified that this woman 
was to be called. He would morely 
point out that she’ had not been called 
before the magistrate, that her deposi- 
tions were not in Court, and that 
she had not been bound over 
to attend. If she were so oxtromely 
important a witness it was curious 
her evidence had not boon taken 
before, and he did not thizk the prisoner 
ought to be detained. But he left the 
matter entirely with his Lordship. 

His Lordship said he must have some 
evidence to justify the remand. 

Detective: Sergeant Gilfillan, recalled, 
said the woman Carolina Viasinska made 
a statement in his presence to Mr. Platt, 
who took it down in writing. ‘The woman 
said she would appear in Court on 
Thursday, but she had not been present 
then or since. He thought it possible to 
Procure her attendance by Monday. 

The adjournment was granted, and his 
Lordship ‘said he would writs te te 
Austrian Consul-General in the matter. 


Shanghai, 30th May. 

This caso was resumed. Mr. W. A. (, 
Platt (Acting Crown Advocate) pro.

Detective-Sergeant Giltllan, again re- 
called, said that on Saturday afternoon 
he obtained a subpoena from the Austrian 
Consul-General for the woman's attond- 
ance. At 9.30 the same evening he went 
to Silkess's boarding-house at 8, Yuhang 
Road, and there saw the woman. Ho 
handed her the subpena and she stated 
that she would appear in Court at the 
time named (10 a.m. Monday). She was 
not present in Court. Witness had had 
the house watched. At a quarter to ten 
this (Monday) morning witness waited 
on the Austrian Consul and told him the 
police had suspicions the woman would 
not obey the subpoena, and the Consul 
stated that on receipt of a note from his 
Lordship that the woman had not ap- 
peared as ordered, a warrant would issue, 
Witness had been to the boarding-house 
that morning and found that the woman 
left at 6 a.m. and had not since returned. 

On this evidence Mr. Platt asked his 
Lordship to address a letter to the 
Austrian Consul-General asking for a 
warrant. In the meantime he could call 
two other witnesses. 

‘The woman’s name was called three 
times, and there being no reply 
is Lordship wrote the note asked. 
Mr. Morgan Phillips obtained per. 
mission to put through his Lordship two 
further questions, omitted in cross-examin- 
ing Gilfillan. In answering them the 
witness said he only had one set of chits 
at Goldstein's hotel. They amounted to 
& little over $4 and he settled them, he 
believed, on the 2nd of April, but he ‘did 
not pay any particular attention to tho 
date at the time. 

Detective-Inspoctor McDowell, oxamin- 
ed by Mr. Platt, stated that from the end 
of May 1901 till tho Ist July 1903

Cleveland, had been occupied by pri- 
soner during the whole of that time, 
Witness considered it to be the head. 
quarters in the district for pros- 
titutes and pimps, especially the latter. 
The house had been under the observa. 
tion of the detective department who had 
Teason to believe that prisoner was con- 
corned in the establishment of houses 
of ill-fame, 

Mr. Morgan Phillips objected that this 
evidence was not relevant, though he did 
not want to keep any facts back. 

His Lordship held that the evidence 
was distinctly relevant. Prisoner was 
charged with attempting to bribe a dotec- 
tive not to give evidence in regard to 
houses of ill-fame, and that prisoner was 
connected with such houses would be 
very relevant. 

Witness, in further evidence, said that 
on the 14th August, 1901, he arrested a 
man and a woman in the prisoner's hotel 
on a Russian Consular warrant. They 
wore deported as rogues. On the 16th 
August, 1901, he arrested in the hotel an 
Austrian subject, David Goldstein, whom 
he believed to be prisoner’s cousin and 
who was placed under police supervision. 
In going the round of bad houses in 
Hongkew witness had frequently met in 
the inmates men and women he had 
previously known as staying at prisoner's 
hotel. During witness's term in Hong. 
kew there were at least fifty prosecutions 
‘against women from that district, 

Cross-examined—He would not say that 
prisoner was responsiblefor the presenceof 
sll these undesirables in Shanghai. There 




















hhad been no prosecution against prisoner 
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for keeping a disorderly house himself ; 
there had been two prosecutions against 
him for other offences. Witness had not 
Imown previously the man and woman 
he arrested ; they were strangers in 
Shanghai. At that time a great many 
refugees and others were coming to 
Shanghai; many bad characters were 
being sent ‘away from Port Arthur and 
Chefoo, they tried to establish themselves 
in Shanghai and the police had a great 
deal of trouble with them. Such people 
had to get lodgings soméwhere and 
Goldstein's house was of the kind and 
in a neighbourhood they were likely 
to resort to, but once their character 
had been ascertained a hotel-keoper 
would be entitled and ought to refuse 
them entertainment. Goldstein's pre- 
mises were large and situated in the 
middle of Broadway. Witness did not 
Imow personally that David Goldstein 
was prisoner’s cousin ; he had only heard 
80, but made no inquiries, as he was not 
concerned in knowing. 

Solomon Leopold, a French protégé, 
said he was formerly employed for five 
months by Goldstein as a barman. The 
house was resorted to by prostitutes and 
pimps, who were recommended thither by 
others of the same class. 

Cross-examined—He came to Shanghai 
from Ceylon with his father, brothers, 
and sisters. When they arrived the rest 
of the family lived at Yangtsepoo. Wit- 
ness’s father was in poor circumstances 
and prisoner lent him some beds. 
When witness left prisoner owed him 
a month's wages. Thero had been 
trouble betwoen ther Prisoner wanted 
to build another house and make witness 
manager, but he refused to stay with 
Goldstein as it was a bad h There 
wore proceedings in the British Court as 
the result of which Goldstein got his beds 
restored and witness obtained his month's 
wages. 

‘Re-examined—He refused to stay with 
prisoner longer becauso bartending was 
‘not his business. 

Mr. Platt said he had another witness 
in Court—awoman whohad been mention- 
ed as the tenant of No. 157 Nanzing 
Road. Her name had not been given a8 
‘a witness to Mr. Phillips, as it was only 
that morning that he (Mr. Platt) 
ascertained he would be able to get her. 
‘Legally he was not bound to give notice 
to tho other side, but if Mr. Phillips 
considered that he would .be at a 
disadvantage, he (Mr. Platt) was willing 
to postpone calling the witness till next 











day. 

‘Mr. Phillips only complained of the 
unusual and irregular way in which the 
prosecution was being conducted. 

His Lordship asked if Mr. Phillips 
could say that the prosecution was not 
entitled to call this witness. 

Mr. Phillips could not say that. 

Mr. Platt quoted authority for bis 
procedure, and the witness was called. 

‘Annetta Berlioski, a French subject 
and the tenant of 157 Nanzing Road, 
said she had occupied the house since the 
7th January. She saw prisoner about 
tovanting it as a coffee-shop, not as a bad 
house. Goldstein said at first he could 
not let her have the house as there had 
been so much trouble about it. ‘There- 
upon witness showed him a document 
(produced) from the French Consul- 
General. (This document witness des- 
cribed as@ “license” and appeared to 
regard as a certificate of registra- 
tion.) A written agreement was subse- 
quently made with Mr. Camadan, who 
was a sort of manager to Goldstein, and 
to whom she paid the rent. The rent 
was $50 a month. 





Cross-examined—After she had paid 
three months’ rent she was given fresh 
receipts by Camadan. There had been 
no trouble made by anyone about his 


Re-examined—Camadan burned her 
original receipts when he gave her fresh ; 
she did not know why he did this. 

His Lordship pointed out, in respect 
of the documents put in by this witness, 
that the so-called “license,” shown to 
prisoner, was not sn ordinary certificate 
Of registration and that the written 
agreement placed the rent at $25 a month. 

‘The Court adjourned till next day at 
10 am.

(dated 15th January) was addressed to the 
Broadway Grocery Company, 2388, Boone 
Road. Tt said the writer was informed by 
Detective Gilfillan that in the bakery, No. 
154 Nanzing Road, which he had rented out 
to addressee, there was in existence a 
“female public house,” which was against 
their agreement. The authority here wish- 
‘ed him to take necessary measures in order 
to close the house in question, becauso it 
affected his business. ‘Therefore, he should 
be obliged to addressee to “ give proper in- 
structions to have these females expelled 
from the house. Pardon mo for the trouble. 
‘Yours, etc. Marco Goldstein.” Some girls 
settled opposite his hotel, in a house be- 
Jonging to a Chinese tailor, and he paid the 
Chinaman to tam them out and close the 
house. He also went to Mr. Sassoon about 
it. He thought he could uso the rooms as 
‘overflow bedrooms, if his ‘hotel should be 
crowded. Tt was very bad for business to 
house, 
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Phillips what rents. he got for the two 
houses.

Mr. Pope 
showed “witness a letter received from 
Goldstein, and asked him to go to the bakery 
at once and see Mr. First, the baker, 
about it. Mr. Fiirst rented the bakery from

At stood alone, and any conviction made 
gould rest only on the bare, naked story. 
It ought to.be proved. Ther could not 
Prove a negative. ‘They would ask what 
could be Gilfllan’s motive. He would sug- 
Gilfillan was a young, active, 
enthusiastic officer. of police. He took to 
his superior officer the tale that he had been 
offered $1,000 « month to close, his eyes. 
That came to his Captain-Superintendent’s 
ears. He said: “An. extraordinary young 
man that. He’s smart. . What’s smore—a_ 
great thing to say in Shanghai—he's in. 
corruptible. He must be, advanced.” Was 
there no motive possible there?. Again, 
what would the public say when they save 
that Gilfillan had refussd $1,000 a month 
and done his duty? Here ‘as sufficient 
motive, 

Tho chief point, made by Mr. Platt was 
that the story of a well-to-do hotelkesper 
crossing the road and calling a policeman 
aside to ask him to pay $4 worth of chits 
was “a bit too thin.” 
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‘After tiffin, Goldstein was asked by _ His Lordship, summing up to the 





Uthat the charge was one of at- 
ing to bribe a public ollicer, and, 
the evidence, they could come to’ no oil 
conclusion than that Gilfillan was a public 
officer, and if they believed his story they 
could also coine to no other conclusion than 
that the prisoner was guilty of attempting 
to bribe. The case depended very largely 
upon the credibility of Gilfillan or of the 
prisoner. There were certain charges in 
which the Legislature lad laid down that 
the unsupported testimony of one. witness 
would not be sufficient to conviet. It had 
been laid down on general grounds that it 
was better that some guilty pe:sons should 
escape thin that an innocent man should 
be convicted. It was not necessary to go 
over the cases which bad been reported 
where that dictum of the Jaw had prevailed.

letter written in January last, to the bakers, 
with regard to Gilfilan’s caution. ‘The jury 
were not to lose sight of the fact that there 
had: been prosecutions in respect of these 
houses so far back as September, and of 
those the accused must have been aware. 
A. great deal had been made of the licence 
said to have been given by the Municipal 
Council for the opening of one of those 
houses as a coffee shop. -The letter was sent 
from the Taxes Department, in reply to ah 
enquiry, and was merely an intimation that 
no licence was required for a coffee shop. 
Tt was certainly no permit, Then there 
Was the statement that the house was not 
being conducted as. coffee shop, and he 
had to point out that there was no. satis- 
factory evidence offered that Goldstein was 
not interested in it.

Reape At the second disturbance wit- 
ness took prisoner to the police-station. 

Zah Wei-zeh, the proprietor of a medicine 
shop at 309, Nanking Road, said prisoner 
came in so drunk that witness had to order 
him out of the shop. He refused to go and 
when an assistant tried to put him out 
prisoner him, 

Prisoner said he got a blow on the eyo 
himself, but he did not know where he got 
it. 

Sergeant Robinson suid prisoner had been 
three months in Shanghai and had been re- 
peatedly seen drunk. 

His Worship sentenced prisoner to two 
weeks’ hard labour, or until a ship could be 
found to sign him ‘on. 











THE MIXED COURT. 


Shanghai, 30th May.

Alleged Mlegal Arrest. 

The last stage was reached of the case in 
which three unemployed natives, a female, 
and a Mixed Court runner were charged with 
assaulting, robbing, and illegully arresting a 
shroff in the Chekiang Road on tho evening 
of the 9th instant. 

The Assesso~ said that before giving judg- 
ment tho Court desired to question one of 
the defendants—the Mixed Court runner. 
Mr. Davidson could also question the wit 
ness if he wished. 

A Mixed Court runner was called to give 
evidence, but stated that on the 9th inst, 
he was not at the Mixed Court. His placo 
was taken on that day by a substitute, 

The substitute was called and said that he 
was on duty at the Mixed Court all day on 
the 9th instant, and also in the evening. 
He saw the complainant and the female de- 
fondant inside the Court-yard. ‘The woman 
had hold of the complainant. There was a 
large crowd of people round who were at- 
tracted by the disturbance. He could not 
say if the other male defendants were 
amongst the crowd. Only the woman had 
| hold of the defendant, 
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By Sergeant MacGregor—Ho locked the 
complainant up on instructions from tho 
Magistrate. When he went up to the woman 
imd. the complainant, the former made 
statement to him. ‘He asked them both 
to rewain in is quarters until he spoke to 
the Magistrate. He told the Magistrate 
what the woman had said and was told to 
detain the complainant in custody. ‘The 
complainant had waited in his quarters of 
his own free will. 

"Alter a short consultation, the Assessor 
said he and the Magistrate agroed that the 
charge made against the prisoners had not 
een substantiated; the prisoners would 
therefore be dismissed. 

Mr, Davidson asked that the late com- 
plainant be held in custody until the de- 
fendants could bring a charge against him of 
malicious prosecution, ‘This was a very 
serious matter. His clients had been de- 
prived of their liberty for 4 considerable 
Tength of time. 

‘The Assessor said the man could not be 
arrested until a charge was formally brought 
against him, but he would havs to find 
security for his reappearance. 

Shanghai, 27th May. 
Before Mr. Huanc Hsvex (Magistrate 
and Mr. TwyMAv (British Assessor).

Since the disastrous Russian “de- 
monstration” at Kinchou, which 
showed that the bravery of Japanese 
troops in a frontal attack on a 
stronghold defended by all the 
resources of modern military science, 
js as remarkable as the strategy 
which crowned them with laurels at 
Kiulienchéng, the only stirring news 
we bavehad is that of the occupa- 
tion of Dalny; and as this was 
achieved without any fighting, as far 
as we know, there is quite a want of| 
excitement about it. The Russians 
carried out their love of destruction 
as far as the Japanese gave them 
time to do so. They blew up the 
big pier, blocked the docks by sinkin 
vessels at the entrances, blew up al 
the locomotives, destroyed the small 
railway bridges, and as many cars as 
they could, and burnt down as much 
of the town as their stock of kerosene 
oil permitted. Fortunately, they 
were beginning to be short of 
combustibles, or the Japanese would 
have found the whole of this mush- 
room town, on whose wonders so 
many globe-trotters have dilated, a 
blackened pile of ruins, As it is, 
they have found a large number of 
buildings and some two hundred 
railway cars intact, and it will not 
take them long to repair the railway 
bridges. The fact’ that, as the 
Japanese have ascertained, there are 
still some three hundred mines 
adrift between Port Arthur and 
Dalny, will make them very cautious 
in availing themselves of the excel- 
lent harbour which was made the 
base of operations of the British 
fleet in our war with China more 
than forty years ago. 

General Baron Oku’s victorious 
force is now -pressing on to Port 
‘Arthur itself, having occupied Liu- 
shutun (Talienwan) on the opposite 
side of the bay to Dalny, on the way. 
Tt may be mentioned incidentally 
that the four guns-which were cap- 
tured there ‘by the Japanese were 
taken from one of the’ Port Arthur 
forts, and were replaced-by four guns 
taken'from. one of the“ disabled Rus- 
sian’ ironclads! * It-i8 not an unres- 
sonable expectation that the Risen 
Sun will once again float over Port 





the fortress is ; but it can be gathered 
from Russian reports that the Japa- 
nese bombardments have done a good 
deal more harm than has been from 
time to time acknowledged; it may 
well be doubted whether the stocks 
of coal and food and ammunition are 
as ample as is sometimes pretended ; 
and it is not likely that the army 
beaten at Kinchou will be able to 
put up a better fight at Port Arthur 
than it did on the isthmus. The 
defences of Port: Arthur are so 
arranged, owing to the nature of the 
ground, ‘that they can be attacked 
and taken in detail; and it will no 
doubt be remembered that when the 
Japanese began their attack on it in 
November 1894, General Yamaji 
arranged a programme which ho 
expected would take a whole day to 
execute; “but the attack proceeded 
with such rapid success,” says 
“Vladimir,” “that the programme 
was exhausted a little after 
noon, and it had to be extend- 
ed during the battle.” Allowing 
that the defences have been strength- 
ened since 1894, and that a fiercer 
opposition is to be expected from the 
Russian garrison than from their 
predecessors, the Japanese originally 
estimated that the capture of Port 
‘Arthur would cost them twenty 
thousand men, Theevent will proba 
bly prove this to be a very liberal 
estimate. 

It is not considered by the Russians 
that the fall of Port Arthur, if the 
Japanese are successful, will seriously 
affect the war. The retention of 
Port Arthur is to them very much 
‘a matter of prestige ; and their pres- 
tige in China fallen so low 
already, that this blow to it will 
not make much difference, even if it 
should be followed-by-the capture of 
Viadivostock. To the Japanese, with 
the Russian Baltic fleet looming in 
the uncertain distance, the capture 
of Port Ar:hur and Vladivostock is 
of vital importance. The Russian 
‘military man, however, has never had 
any deep respect for his country’s 
navy ; the past history of that arm, 
‘as we showed in a series of articles 
Some time ago, has never given him 
much reason to rely upon it, To the 


Russian military man the ‘issue of 
' the war depends really on the result 
' of the first great land battle between 
' General Kuropatkin and the Japanese 
Commander-in-Chief, The natural 
‘temptation to the Russian Gereral 
{is to postpone that fateful battle as 
Jong as possible; and draw the Japan- 
ese as far from their base as possible, 
The objection to this policy is the de- 
moralisation that spreads in his troops 
uncheered by the stimulusof a victory, 
as well as the impatience spreadin, 
in European Russia, where there’ is 
already widely extended dissatisfac- 
tion and uarest. Only very ignorant 
people are likely to be reassured by 
such “Russian victories” as that 
reported yesterday morning, which 
ended in the victors, by their own 
admission, retiring from the field 
with unascertained losses, Skir- 
mishes of that kind, which are not 
much, if anything, more than récon- 
naissances in force, have little effect 
on the main war; and though the 
knowledge of the detailed move- 
ments is being sternly repressed ‘by 
the censors on both sides, we know 
that large forces are closing round 
Liaoy ang, and we should hear of a 
big battle there before long, unless 
General Kuropatkin makes a prompt 
retirement, for which it is understood 
ithat everything has beer ‘for some 
time prepared, to Harbin, 

It may be mentioned that there is 
a theory afloat in Tokio, that when 
‘the Russians are really hard pressed 
by the Japanese in’ tbe north of 
‘Manchuria and are threatened with 
{being driven out, the: Germian Em- 
peror will come to their assistance, 
‘as; the Roumanians did at Plevna, in 
the hoping of getting the credit of 
saving the situation for his dreaded 
friend and cousin the Czar. To most 
of' us the theory seem improbable:in 
the extreme. Have we not learnt. 
from a Berlin telegram only yester- 
day, that “H. M. the Kaiser took the’ 
opportunity to express to thedapanese 
military attaché in Berlin his admira- 
tion of the strategic and tactical 
suhievements of the Japanese array” ? 

It will be seen that ‘Major-General 
Floug hes come out with an entirely 
fresh account of the Kinchou en- 
counter. He uow recognises that, 
it was a battle and a Russian retreat, 
and acknowledges that the Russians 
lost 30 officers and 800 men killed 
and wounded. A comparison of this

Mukden, Ist Tune. 

According to official information re- 
ceived, the Japanese directed, on the 
26th May, three divisions with 120 guns 
against Kinchou. Four gunboats and six 
torpedo-boats supported the attacking 
troops by cannonading especially Sur 
artillery. The battle commenced at 5:00 
am. The enemy did much damage to 
the larger part of our siege guns. The in- 
fantry of the enemy outflanked our left 
wing by walking through the soa as deop 
as the belt. In consequence of the 
forces of the enemy, our troops began to 
retreat at 8:00 p.m. to Nanshanlin, after 
having blown up the siege guns that wero 
not injured by the enemy. Our losses 
are: killed and wounded 30 officers and 
800 men; the losses of the enemy are 
said to be enormous.

‘The story of the case briefly is as 
follows Some time ago the Nice Casino 
were desirous of having Ceylon tea served 
on théir premises as at the Paris Ex- 
hibition, and agreed to give Mr. Webster's 
Company exclusive rights of sorving tea 
in the cup within their premises on cer- 
tain terms arranged between them. This 
offer was accepted and for some time the 
business, done in Caylon teu was, very 
large. All at once the receipts fell off. 
Mr. Webster immediately left London to 
investigate the cause himself and found 
that China tea of the poorest quality, 
called Annam tea, was being served in 
several of the buffets in metal tea pots, 
and the public were by no means satisfied. 
Obtaining the evidence of the British 
Vice-Consul and others he immediately 
instituted proceedings against the autho- 
rities of the Nice Casino, claiming 25,000 
francs. The case has now been compro- 
mised on payment as adove stated, and 
Mr. Webster is naturally very pleased, as 
he thinks it is a great score for Ceylon tea.

“It is cabled from Tokio that the 
Japanese have had 10,000 killed at 
Kinchou.” 

Wepvespay’s “Echo de Chine” has 
the following special tolegram dated 
Canton, 3rd May :—“On tho arrival of 
the Chinese vessels ‘at Macao, the 
Governor ordered the discussion into the 
‘tradition of the mandarin Pei to be 
suspended. It was announced to Canton 
and Peking that negotiations would not 
be resumed as long as there was a single 
Chinese man-of-wat in the roads. At 
Peking the Viceroy was disavowed, and 
the Waiwupu ordered the immediate 
withdrawal of the ships. ‘The Canton 
Vicerey answered by saying th 
ships were not armed, and that 
employed them to convoy the man 
who had to appoar as witnesses 
‘The Chinese ships have left Macao. 
The whole affair was an act of folly 
due to the immaturity of the Viceroy 
‘Todn Chun-hsiten.” 

The samo paper contains the minutes 
of the mosting of the Fronch Municipal 
Council on the 10th ult., but they 
contain nothing of general interest.

‘Three towns in Shantung province are 
to be opened by the Chinese authorities 
to the trade of the world. Official con- 
firmation of the report which was in 
possession of the “Daily News” came to 
hand Thursday afternoon. ‘The Waiwupu 
has already notified the various Ministers 


at Peking. 
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The. towns to be declared open are 
Chinanfu, capital of the province, 
Wehsien, and Chouchuén. The three 
towns are located on the railway running 
out from Tsingtao, Websion being the 
first of the three after leaving Tsingtao, 
Chouchuen the second, and Chinanfu 
the third. All these towns are within| 
tho trade radius of Chefoo, though at 
the present time the latter still lacks a’ 
railway line to connect. 

‘The decision to make this move was! 
arrived at quickly by the Peking Govern- 
ment, and is the result of a memorial to 
the throne, sent in about a month ago by 
the Viceroy of Chihli and the Governor 
of Shantung Province. 





From the “Chefoo Daily News” of 
the 26th ult. we learn that vessels 
plying between Chefoo and Newchwang 
report passing great quantities of wreck- 
age three or four miles off the Liaotung 
coast and in the vicinity of Iron Island.

“ ENcINgeRING” reviewing the increas- 
ing expenditure of all Powers on their 
navies, says that mere units afford but « 
poor indication of the relative qualities 
of fleets; it may be, as is sometimes 
urged, that we do not get the same value 
for the displacement tonnage of our war- 
ships as is the case in foreign nav’ 
we are inclined rather to think that it is 
a case of differences in the interpretation 
of relative advantages of conflicting ele- 
ments in design. Our ships are certainly 
heavier, and from this point of view wo 
are entitled to presume that they will 
prove, under certain conditions, more 
effective. The chips of all fleets are to-day 
much larger than those of ton or 
fifteen years ago. Thus, the British 
standard of the early ‘nineties was 14,000 
tons; we have now eight ships building 
of 16,350 tons, and larger vessels are in 
contemplation. In the case of France, 
the increase has been from the 11,305 
tons of the Brennus to the 14,927 tons of 
the Patrie; Russia has advanced from the 





















; 10,960 tons of tho Poltava class to the 


13,600 tons of the new Borolino. Both 
have thus increased their tonnage, al- 
though it is still far short of that of our 
King Edward VII class. In the case of 


the German battleship of to-day, 
the advance has been to 13,200 
jtons. It follows that the cost ” of 


each ship is greater ; but apart altogeth: 
from the addition due to size, there is an 
advance in price consequent on the use 
of supetior metals to give shot-resisting 
power per unit of thickness and weight of 
armour-plate ; greater engine power per 
pound of machinery ; and greater muzzle 
energy for a minimum size of ordnance. 
Thus our battleships in the early ‘nineties 
cost 1s something like 67. to 681. per ton, 
whilo the modern ship of to-day necessi. 














j tates an expenditure of 89/. to 90/. per 


ton. In Franco the increase has been 
practically proportionate; but here 
we have a proof of the fact that our 
expenditure insures a greater return to 
the uation, since the price per ton of 
the French ship of to-day is 112l. per 
ton.

Civilised Warfare; 

In their claims that the present war is 
one of civilisation versus barbarism, tho 
“Kokumin,” which usually reflects official 
opinion in Tokio, points to the difference 
that marks the treatment of war prisoners 
by the belligerents. ‘To Russians nothing 
‘seems to be too atrocious and inhuman to 
inflict on a fallen foo. ‘They mundersd 
cruelly some Japanese soldiers whom thay 
took prisoners during the Yalu operations. 
Not satisfied with this they could not help 
inflicting further indescribable insults upon 
the dead. Moreover in the engagement of 
Koh-ma-tung the Russians were pleased to 
maltreat those Japanese officers and men 
who were disabled, having been wounded by 
tho Russian shots. Contrary to the enemy's 
nefarious practice, the Japaneso were bene- 
volent enough to the Russians, who mal- 
treated their comrades. It was the Japanese 
who generously buried Russian corpses in 
the very field in which the others had be- 
haved cruelly and barbarously. In receiving 
the enemy’s wounded, the Japanese were as 
kind to them as to their own comrades. 
Some did not hesitate to give up their own 
food to Russian wounded and some others 
even pressed on them the last drops of their 
water-bottles. ‘The Russians who surren- 
dered to the Japanese are being treated 
with proper respect. There is almost no 
distinction made between Japanese and Rus- 
sian wounded. At the prisoner's asylum of 
‘Matsuyama, Shikoku, the Russians are en- 
jaying the utmost liberty. 

Foreigners and the War Taxes, 

Concerning the liability of foreigners li 





ing in Japan to pay the war taxes, com: 
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plaints on various grounds have been pre- 
sented to the Ministers by their nationals 
and conveyed to the Tokio Government. 
‘Tho answer given was that payment of the 
taxes conformed with and was not contrary 
to any existing treaties. This did not satisfy 
the foreign merchants who demanded a rul- 
ing upon the question. Accordingly the 
Ministers have communicated with their 
home Governments for instructions, but 
there has not been time to get replies. 
Meanwhile the case for the mercbants is 
being vigorously prosecuted in Yokohama 
and Kobe, so that if the question comes ul- 
timately before some tribunal the whole of 
the facts may be brought to light. The 
matter must be considered as outside the 
sphere of sentiment, and the simplest. man- 
ner seems to be to leave the solution to a 
competent jury, approved by both sides and 
whose decision’ would be binding on both 
sides. 


The Prisoners’ Intelligence 
Bureau, 

This has been established on a quite un- 
precedented scale, Tis duty is to inves- 
tigate the affairs of the prisoners, to con- 
duct correspondence and give information 
regarding them, to convey presenti, money 
and other articles to prisoners, to preserve 
letters, ete. left behind by the dead, to send 
them to relatives and generally to inves- 
tigate as far as possible all particulars in 
regard to the killed, wounded, and captured 
‘on each side. ‘The Russian prisoners have 
been much surprised to receive such 
magnanimous treatment in Japan, where 
some of them are living better than they 
ever did at home, 


Wanton Destruction, 

Seoul telegrams to Tokio give further de- 
tails of the Russian raid on Ham-gyang 
province. ‘The troopers who recently 
‘appeared at Hambeung and were repulsed 
by the garrison are said to have destroyed 
the Imperial méusoleums and sired institu- 
tions in the vicinity of that place, an act 
provoking the strongest feeling in Seoul. 
‘The Russians maintaining communications 
with the middle reaches of the Tumen River 
do not exceed 1,000 in number. About 500 
wore expeoted to make a raid in the neigh. 
bourhood of Gensan. ‘The movements of the 
raiders have caused extraordinary uneasiness 
among the Corean officials and people, and 
many fugitives were making for Gensan. 


War Personalities. 

It is officially announced that the casualties 
on board the torpedo destroyer Akatsuki, 
during the reconnaissance in foree of Port 
Arthur on the 20th May include Lieut.- 
Commander Suyetsugu and four officers as 
woll as fifteen petty officers and men.

THE 
PEKING-HANKOW 
OVERLAND ROUTE. 





(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDEN 


Many travellers who wish to see the 
intorior of China are unwilling to brave 
the discomforts of a long trip by cart. 
But with the nearing completion of the 
Peking-Hankow Railway, it is becoming 
possible to visit what wore formerly the 
most inaccessible places with very little 
tedium of cart travel. As many are 
inquiring about this overland route from 
Hankow to Poking, an account of the 
trip taken by the United States Commis- 
sion of International Exchange last March 
may be of value. As Prof. Jenks and his 
party were guests of the Imperial Govern- 
mont, the five days’ journey between 
rail heads was smoothed by the provision 
of sedan chairs for the four foreigners, 
plenty of carts for servants and baggage, 
and convenient rest-houses and attend- 
ants at every stopping place. But the 
ordinary traveller would find no difficulty 
in making the samo trip, as it follows the 
great highway from the southorn pro- 
vinees to Poking and good native inns are 
located at convenient intervals. Good 
two-mule carts are easily hired. Bedding 
must be taken for use on the native brick 
beds or bedsteads which are common in 
Honan. Good cots are a comfort es- 
pecially in warm weather when insects 
are active. If foreign food is desired it 
must be carried and a good cook and 
servants, though not indispensable, add 
greatly to the comfort of a trip. In 
going from Shanghai a servant who can 
speak mandarin should be sought for. 

The fare from Hankow to the farthest 
point where tickets were sold in March was 
about $13.00. The managers of construc-

jon, trains ere obliging and carry 
assengers baggage free of charge 
Up tov Hsichou within about 200 lief 
K‘sifengfu, a point of great interest, 
six miles south of the Yellow River. If 
one does not care to visit K‘sifeng, he 
may continue the journey somewhat 
farther by rail to the north-west within 
about a day's journcy of the Yellow 
River. The railway is to cross some 200 
Ii up the river from K‘aifeng, which will 
doubtless in time be connected with the 
trunk line by a branch line. Three days’ 
journey from the Yellow River, about 1st 
April, brought one to the rail head at 
Changtéfu. "At present the iron must be 
proaching Woibui, so that the cart 
journey is shortened to 3 or 4days 
between rail heads. No tickets were sold 
until Shuntéfu was reached and the Ist 
class fare from there to Peking, 260 
miles, is $15.60. ‘The regular price for 
carts with two animalsis one tael per day, 
so that the travelling expenses from 
Hankow to Peking are now about $44.00 
estimating $1.50 per day for food, etc., 
while travelling by cart. By taking 2nd 
class tickets the figure is reduced to $30, 
Foreigners will be found at K' iu, 
Woibuifu, Changtéfu, and Shuntéfu, and 
all along the railways. Those places all 
have post offices, telegraph stations, 
and Catholic and Protestant missions. 
‘An intoresting side trip is found by 
taking the Peking Syndicate Railway, 
which runs S.W. 83 miles from Taok‘ou 
iE [); the head of large junk naviga- 
tion on the Wei river, through Weibuifu 
to their mines at Jamieson or Chameisen 
as it is in Chinese, in the foothills of 
north-west Honan." Thisroad was still in 
the management of the contractors, Pear- 











son and Sons of London, and not open 
to passenger traflic, but the chance comer, 
if a foreigner, finds hearty hospitality 
among the engineers and builders. If 
one visits K‘aiféng he may as well go to 
Changté via Taokou, saving 40 li and 
reaching the headquarters of the Peking 
Syndicate Railway. If one goes by the 
direct route between rail heads he can 
take this side trip from Weibui. If he 
follow the line of railway construction to 
the great bridge that is to be built over 
the Yellow River he may strike this 
railway at Hsinhsianghsien or further 
west at Kuochiahsien. The railroads 
cross near Weihui. 

Prof. J. W. Jenks, heading the Com- 
mission of International Exchange, during 
the month of February saw the Emperor, 
the Foreign Office, Board of Rei 
tho committee of six high officials 
pointed by the government for consul 
tion, also Governor Yuan Shih-k‘ai, Tang 
Taotai, bankers, Customs official 
others of Peking and Tientsin. ‘These in- 
terviews were in the nature of introductions 
and a beginning at getting a grasp of the 
present monetary situation rather than 
an attempt to pursuea fiscal scheme. As 
the remark was often made that condi- 
tions in the interior aro quite different 
from those in the ports, Prof. Jenks de- 
led upon the tour from Peking throngh 
Chibli, Honan, and Hupeh to Hankow as 
the most feasible for investigating the 
conditions away from treaty ports. 

The Peking-Hankow line of railway 
was willing to do everything for the 
Commission and gave a private car from 
Peking to Shuntéfu. The department of 
construction attached a first-class pas- 
senger car to this work train and for- 
warded the Commission to T'suchou then 
near the end of the line. 

‘The ran from Poking to Shuntéfu was 
made between 7.45 am. and 7.45 p.m. 



































The party consisted of Prof. Jenks and 
is private secretary, Mr. A. 0. Durand, 














Mr. C. F. Gammon, and an interpreter, 
six servants, four saddle horses, and much 
baggage. Ch‘anghsintien, about 16 miles 
from Poking, was noted as the mechanical 
headquarters of the road—a site well 
chosen among the foothills, near the 
Hon or Muddy river. Foreign-style 
brick kilns, where red brick are burnt, 
supply the stations far down the line with 
trimming to ornament the buildings of 
grey brick. 

Among the engineering feats the cross- 
ing of the Hut‘ou River south of Cheng- 
ting is noteworthy.’ The actual bridge 
seemed to be a half-mile or more long, 
supplemented by 'some miles of grading 
faced with stone, with several bridged 
sluiceways for flood water, which undoubt- 
edly overflows the wide sandy valley in 
the rainy seasons, Several spans were in 
place but in the middle of the shallow 
Tiver full of sand bars, the men were 
still working leg deep in tho icy 
water, sinking caissons. The brid; 
[seemed in a fair way tobe used before the 
rainy season comes to destroy the tem- 
porary structure on which trains are 
crossing now, j 

Strong evidence was soon that the 

road will be, if it is not already, a good 
money-maker. Passengers of all’ descrip- 
tions thronged the trains and photographs 
of crowded pony cars were taken to show 
how. the Chineso oppose the railways, 
‘The railway comes as a groat relief to the 
richer pilgrims from Mongolia and Man- 
churia who used to walk o ride in litters 
and on horseback the woary miles to 
Wutaishan in Shansi, 
-~A prince's party of ton or more Mongols 
with women and nursing children were 
taking life easily on their pilgrimage. 
They left the train at Tingchou and had 
still’ a matter of 450 li to travel before 
reaching tho Holy Mountain, Tho old 
priest accompanying was constantly tell- 
ing his beads, but it is doubtful if he laid 
up as much merit as he would, creeping 
all the thousands of li on the knees or 
striking his head at overy five Hep 

At Chengtingfu baies of Bombay 
cottons, brought up on river boats from 
Tientsin, were loaded for distribution in 
Shansi and North Honan. The import- 
ance of Chengting as a distributing centre 
should increase now that the railway is 
there. ‘The city isa fine landmark from 
the train with its gato towers, long walls, 
pagoda and twin-spired Catholic Cathe- 
dral. The tract is laid on a curve 
around the west and north sides of the 
city at a distance of a mile or two, 

‘Tho various magistrates at Shunté had 
been advised by the Governor of our 
coming and they met usat the station with 
oficial sedan jchairs for our use, a tom- 
porary reception room having been fitted 
up in the. station building. They had 
also taken an inn near by for our uso 
and fitted it up as for an official residence. 
The construction train was to leave at 6 
am, and the officials came again to see 
us off. Owing to the lateness of arrival 
and the early hour of departure the 
ofticials of this place were not interviewed 
on monetary questions. 























While waiting for the train to leave 
in the morning we met Mr. Reid of the 
Peking Syndicate on his way north. Ho 
had just come over the road from Taok‘ou. 
On our mentioning’that wo had a letter of 
introduction to him somewhere in our 
b he made the gallant and sincere 

ji “You need no introduction. 
Your nationality is sufficient introduc- 
tion to carry you everywhere among us 
British” Ho gave his card, asking the 
Syndicate railway managers to oxtend 
|us every courtesy, but it was quite un- 
necessary, as we found all were glad to be 

















as helpful as possible and gave-us every 
facility of travel on their line that was 
in their powor. 

‘The run by construction train from 
Shunté to T’suchou, “ porcelain district,” 
took from 7 to 11a.m. Now that the line is 
through to Changté, that place, a distance 
of 70 li, can be reached in two hours 
moro, by rail. Tho commission inter- 
viewed the magistrate at ‘T’suchou on 
money and trade matters, getting a good 
deal of information more or less correct. 
Tt was found that the reports of officials on 
such matters often needed checking by 
questioning the traders and bankers them- 
selves. At‘Tsuchou wo had tiffin with Mr. 
and Mrs. Elliot, members of an independ- 
font mission, who have just established 
there. Before reaching T'suchou the road 
passes through thousands of actes of very 
productiveland irrigated by wells. Several 
Catholic chapels stood out conspicuously 
among the smaller houses on the villages 
along the railway. Grave stones in the 
style of old-fashioned English church- 
yards were also a marked feature of the 
landscape. 

‘At Talatun in Shahohsien we learned 
that one of the superintendents of gon- 
struction had been mobbed by the villagers 
‘on aécount of some dispute as to wages 
by agang of coolies in the gravepits. They 
attacked twice with sticks, stones, aud 
swords, and.after receiving some injuries 
hho was compelled to save himself by draw- 
ing his revolver and shootitig a man. 

‘At Fonglochén, 35 li from T'suchow on 
tho Laochang river, we entered the pro- 
vinco of Honan and found deputies sent 











out from Changté to welcome us with a|6' 


feast in tho official guest house. As we 
wore travelling by chair, carts, and horses 
through dust and deep sand the stop for 
rost was refreshing, but delayed us, so 
that we entered Changté long after dark. 
‘The magistrate of tho district was wait 
ing outside the north suburb with « 
Donfire and torches, coldiers, and servants 
to gnide us through the city to the 
olticial guest house, where we were well 
cutertained. In spite of the latenoss of 
the hour, 
official closely as to the local trade condi- 
tions, sources of revenue, etc. He also 
hind @ call from two missionaries of the 
Canadian Presbyterian Mission, who gave 
much information about their field.

ions in North Honan. Itis a 
magnificently rich field for their work 
with railways traversing it from north 
to south and from east to west crossing 
at their contral station of Weibui. ‘The 
trip of three weeks or more by boat is 
from Tiontsin shortened to two days by 
rail. 

From Changté to Taok‘ou through Hetin- 
hsien, by cart, chair, and horse is a long 
day's jonrney, ealled 120 li hut stretching 
into 140. 

On this stage of the journey op- 
portunity was given for investigating the 
small traders. Most of the numerous 
wheelbarrows wore found to be pushed 
not by hired labour but by their owners, 
who had their own capital invested in 
the goods they carried. When we did 
find ‘hired wheelbarrow-men they were 
usually accompanying the owner of one 
or more wheelbarrows. ‘They are haul- 
ing pears from the south to the north 
300 li, and bring the powdered wood of 
the hills back again. The blue and 
bluish white coarse porcelain of T’suchou 




















Prof. Jenks questioned the] Pe’ 
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is distributed by these wheelbarrows all 
over this plain of North-China. The busi- 
ness of hauling mill stones from the 
quarries to the rivers, four or five days’ 


journey with a cow or donkey and a1 


man to each pair of stones, seemed moro 
remunerative, for a ston costing 1,000 
cash at the quatries brings 5,000 at the 
destination and the travelling expenses 
for five days for man and beast amount 
to only 3,000 cash. ‘The wheelbarrow- 
men did not make much more than their 
food on the trip. ‘They usually carried 
a load of 400 catties with a capital of 
$10 to $20 invested on a trip of four or 
fivo days, making 60 li per day. " Their 
profits, however, seemed quite large when 
compared with the manure gatherers, 
who picked up one or two baskets a day 
for sale at 10 cash a basket. Those 
small traders’ and labourers’ economic 
conditions were all of interest to the 
student of China’s monetary situation. 

This part of Honan is most picturesque 
with its gently rolling hills, groves of 
troos, high walled villages or chaitzo, and 
grain towers inside the walls. These 
Tatter with the castellated villago walls 
looked like old castles and dotted the 
country as far as the eye could reach, 
Doubtless these walls and towers date 
back to tho times when robbers like 
the T'aipings devastated the country. 

‘Among the curious agricultural im- 
plemonts of Honan are the rigid four- 
wheel carts with large cube-shaped box 
Dodies for hauling dirt, ete. In tarning the 
fore wheel they caunot change their direc- 
tion.When fitted with racks they carry 

reat loads of hay or fuel, and again are 
tsed like an omnibus with tiers of seats to 
carry the crowds to the fairs and temple 
theatres. 

‘The bamboo is grown in N. W. Honan 
so that all sorts of implements are made 
from it. ‘The uses to which it is put by 
the farmers alone form an interesting 
study. Taok‘ou is a largo commercial 

head of navigation on the Wei 
river. It is of no political importance how- 
ever. It isfamous for the manufacture of 
ter dishes, some of which are engraved 
in beautiful designs. A fine quality of 
Incquered ware is also made here. 

Our party camein late at night, travel- 
stained and dusty to find a royal hos} 
tality awaiting at the Peking Syndicate’s 
headquarters a mile N. E. of the town, 
but being the guests of the Government 
wo went on into the town to the inn 
where the Hotinhsun magistrate had 
provid d for us. ‘Tho residence of Mr. 

ourne is on a commanding hill that 
rises out of the plain overlooking the 
company’s machine shops, engine yards, 
and the town below. 

‘The account of our trip over the entire 
length of this railway and of our visit to 
the mines must be left for another letter.

‘There is much suggestiveness in a well- 
filled hat-rack. ‘The visitor, standing in 
the hall, if he be a nervous man, will 
think apprehensively of the hats’ owners 
that await his entry into the drawing- 
room. Running his eye rapidly aloug 
the ranks, with the subdued murmur of 





distant conversation in his ears—the 
inevitable accompaniment—he may gain 
some clue as to those awaiting him, 
friend or foe. There is the friendly old 
‘brimmer of a chum, and there again is 
the dogging hat of the man with whom 
he is barely on speaking terms. 
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fe are informe 

ogists can sketch a complete animal, 
given one of his bones. As wo wero not 
ithere to see the said animal whon he 
roamed this planet, bone-complete, we 
must accept the sage’s word for it. But, 
given a hat, we can most of us do out 
man-constructing, providing the hat is 
reasonably old. ‘To the clairvoyant eye 
‘the owner walks shadow-like boneath it. 
An old hat is the autograph cf the owner, 
the strokes and curves of which have as 
full a meaning as any a graphologist may 
decipher. New hats have no personality. 
Take stock of them,—the bowler, tho 
Trilby, the cap, the glossy silk. True 
there may be some faint foreshadowings 
of their destiny ;—some for respectability, 
some for the would-be student, othors 
for the city merchant or for the factory 
hand. But all is more or less guess-work. 
Hats know no predestination. ‘The silk 
may be coveted for the drayman’s Sunday 
best, the Trilby may go to the factory 
hand, and the casual cap may be flourished 
in Parliament House itself on tho head 
‘of a Labour member. New hats aro 
characterloss, ‘a matter of curves and 
colours ; the man himself is never exactly 
suited when he buys a new hat, there aro 
some points of contrast, some disagree 
ments, till, iv a while, assimilation begins 
as hushand and wife are said to do, the 
hat and its owner grow like one auother, 
until, though detached, and out of sight, 
the owner looks at you from under the 
brim. 

The Chinese hat is not so detachable 
from its owner. It has uo separate 
existonce. It is never seen alone 
must always accompany its owner, A 
Chinese gentleman on a visit doos not 
hang his hat in tho hall, nor place it 
under the chair. If a hat is worn at all 
it is worn always and everywhere, except 
in bod. The everyday cap of the native 
is strictly utilitarian, Not a square inch 
of material is wasted on it, noithor 
unnecessarily high as in our “toppers,” 
nor magnificently broad as in our wide- 
awakes. It is made to touch at all pos- 
sible points of contact,—a covering, not 
‘an ornament. The first sight of ono 
reminds one of a bowler without its brim. 

But there are fashions, even in Chines 
hats. “Though there is no brim to vary, 
—broad and flat, or curling; rounded, or 
square with the shoulders;—there remains 
the crown that can be raised or lowered, 
rounded or squared, pointed or fiat (like 
pointed and square-toed shoes) until the 
countryman in a five-years’ old hat looks 
guy in his unfashionableness. Sometimes 
there are attempts to illuminate it;—a 
wide band of fur or velvet encircles it 
like the crape band of a widower. Our 
friends in the home country know little 
about this hat, for the artists of that 
educating medium, the illustrated paper, 
only appreciate two styles of Chinese hats, 
one of which one can hardly expect an 
artist,—the impressionable one, to forgets 
—an all-covering'hat, huge boss of woven 
grass and wickerwork, a shiek with its 
central spike, a tne thatch, a pavilion— 
‘and many other things. One can hardly 
expect the illustrator to lose such an 
opportunity, or to keep the “umbrella” 
for its otiginal use in wet weather. Theso 
hats belong to the samo useful cliss of 
habits as the cabby’s three-caped cloak, 
or the seaman’s sou'wester, the which

The abovo orthodox headgear, then, is 
the’ conception ' of the foreign artist. 
He “fancies” the Chinese in it and'so 
pats it down and‘ makes it fit. The 
native on his part “fancies” him. 
self in’ foreign hat, especially such as 
have come under the humanising influence 
of foreign settlements. “Coats, trousers, 
boots, are proudly worn, not in‘obscurity 
beneath other articles of clothing, but 
flaunted before the eyes of unfortunate 
non-possessors, oven to tho graceful: at- 
titude ‘of ono hand in a trouser: pocket. 
And hats—there is no waste of good 
material there, for after the foreigner 
has worn off as much nap’ as he thinks 
Proper, there is his boy who will strut 
about the Concession in it as long as it 
has a shape; and even then, the somi- 
civilised coolie will make that much 
concession to Western ‘manners'by wear- 
ing the battered remnant, Soft felt hats 
and pulpy sun-helmets, greasy browns, 
and even a protesting clerical hat may be 
seen walking about on moro or ‘less 
shaven Chineso patos. 

As for foroign straws, they are com- 
monplace, at least in the “ centres.” In 
far country places, such as’ wear them 
are more or less forerunners, and suffer 
the martyrdom that is ever the lot of 
reformers. One of our country boys was 
daring enough, while sojourning in one of 
the centres of light and civilisation, to 
buy one of these, On the road: back, 
the foreigner was for once little noticed, 
the more eccentric object being . the 
unfortunate boy with his foreign straw. 
“Human nature is: the same the world 
over.” “ History repeats itself.” “Man 
is not a unit but part of a society,” and 
again there is that interest in my neigh- 
bour’s belongings such as found vent in 
that ever-recurring strain “Where did 
you got that hat?” ‘Thus, even in China, 
the’ hat marks the m: 

‘The awhile ago mentioned umbrolla-hat 
gives way in hot woathor to tho flap-hat. 
A hugo diameter of straw well-plaited, 
even to the pleasing of fair ladies, bene- 
ficial in its command of cool shade. 
Possibly a flower-strewn, or beribboned 
hat'looks one in the face as if s 
recognition ; it

hat, curved to beauty, lightly resting on 
the trosses of a daughter of the West, 
instead cf bonnet-wise, drooping round 
the porspiring chooks of a brown native 
face. ‘Theso hats are stubborn-brimmed, 
hanging limp, or rearing an exaggerated 
brim. All need an inner basket-crown 
affixing to fit-the head, the original being 
too small to hold any but » lady's hoad, 
perhaps that is part inducement to the 
wearing. Its bonnet-strings are strings 
of beads, or bead-like seeds—picturesque ; 
as the Chinese coolio always is, except 
when he has his best clothes on, 

This for ladies, and the ‘ wind-hat” for 
travellers. It is not elegant; indeed, is 
forcibly reminiscent of coal-hoavers in the 
back viow, but it is a good night-cap in 
a draughty inn, and keeps one’s ears and 
throat warm.
